One of the most touching stories of a 
mother’s unavailing heroism comes from 
Schreiber, Conductor Thomas Patch, of 
the C. P. R., formerly of Toronto, now re 
sides at Schreiber. 

The other night hia wife was descenditig 
the stairs to procure water for one of the 
children, when she slipped and fell. The 
lamp which she carried was thrown from 
her hand and exploded, sending the burn- 
ing oil over the lady and the stairs. Un 
mindful of herself, thinking only to eave 
the lives of her children, she sought to 
enbdue the flames on the stairs. Her own 
clothes were on fire and she was complete- 
ly enveloped in flames, but she did not 
stop the batue until the house was saved 
and with it the children. She gave her 
life for those she loved. 

Mrs. Patch’s body was fearfully burned 
from head tofoot “Her Jittle son 8ummon- 
ed a neighbor, Mrs. Field, who found Mrs. 
Patch unconecious and entirely devoid of 
all covering, her night clothes having 
been consumed by the flames. Dr. Pringle 
was called in, but was unable to do any- 
thing for the injured Judy, and at seven

Starting with tho 
od olyilization which came with the 
atoration, or Moijl, only twenty 
yours 020, education in Japan has ma 
remarkable progress. Here Aro somo 
facta in relation to student life, 
of study and systoms in yogue. 
Prior to tho Moiji period the school sya- 
tem of Japan waa at bost a haphazard 
ono, Education was not coniy ulsory, nad 
even when taught was kept within rigid 
linos, and not at all adapted to the neods 
of overy day life. ‘To tho higher nobles, 
for {nstanco, the rules of arithmetic were 
a dead lettor, and oyen among the Sam- 
ural it was considered infra dig. to under- 
stand the working of the abacus (sorob- 
an), or counting machine—a most

simple yet excellent Babbidge in embryo. I 
havo had the opportunity of scolng a noble

of princely rank engaged in taking o los- 
son in arithmetic. Though an excellent 
writer and poot of no small skill, he ap- 
peared unable to grasp the simplest prob- 
lem in addition and subtraction. And 
thls at the age of twenty-throo, with a 
bloomnig wife and two sturdy children to 
bear his mame! It would almost seem 
thet the sense of calculation had been orad- 
jonted or hopelessly enfesbled by con- 
turies of contemptous neglect. In the 
nobles’ school at the presont day, I am 
told, the same dislike for numbers is ap- 
paront, thoughina much less doegreo; 
while the young scholars are otherwise 
very quick in acquiring languages and 
fond of abstruse argument. 

Similarly, geography, in the sense in 
which we understand {t, was practioally 
unknown, although the topography of the 
Empire was most carefully taught. Nor 
was thore apy proper ‘struction In the 
mother tongue; no 4 able dictionaries; 
absolutely no grammar Tho places of 
these indispenssble books was taken by 
the Chinese olassics, a knowledge of 
which was thought necessary to every 
student. Female education was wholly 
ignored. It was coneidered quite sufficient 
if © woman, eyon of high rank, could 
write with the simpre kana, or syllabic 
alphabet, Poetry wos taught, but after 
o very halting fashion. On tho other 
hand, the greatest possible wolght was 
laid on athlotic exercises and the develop- 
men) of the physique. Fencing was 
taught to mere youngsters of six or seven 
and onward until they reached the age of 
manhood. Archory, the uso of the spear 
and halberd, equestrisnism, jujutsu, and 
a score of similar exercisus helped to 
strengthen the muscles and harden the 
frame, The Japanose of thirty years ago 
were physically a far finor race than the 
present generation. Moreoyer, the rela- 
tions between teachers and those taught 
were of a yory different nature then from 
what they are now. Sensei (literally 
“teacher’’) was a complimentary style of 
address, This is derived from the modern 
Chinese custom, where, to be polite und 
elegant, lt Is good form to address any one 
as lao slen-sheng(‘‘old teacher"), To the 
present day sensei is a title of respect in 
Japan, but holds not thé exalied posi- 
tion of yore. Then tho Instructor ranked 
next, after the pupil’s own father aud 
mother. His word was law; bis wishes 
desires of magnitude, He must be 
humbly approached, his name venerated, 
his virtues extolled. And so the toachors 
wore, asarule, mon of profound learn- 
ing in the style then p tient; of 
modest mion, yet hich virtua und sober 
life; men, In a word, who undorstood 
that their example and precept had ns 
profound an effect on their pupils as tho 


solence they tried to instil into thoir 
brains, 
All this has changed. Many thtngs 


aro for the better, but not a few also for 
the worse, Kyery two or three yoars secs 
alterations of importance—some of vital 
importance—toke plicoin the plans of 
the Edncational Department. The pros- 
ont Minister of Kducation, Marquis 
Salouji, the youngest Cabinet member, 
has pronounced viows of his own, which 
ho is desirous of seeing adopted before the 
next turn of the wheel will see him land- 
od in the Privy Counoll or in possession 
of somo other less congenial portfolio, 
Last year, for instance, a vory srrout 
change wos inaugurated.

I presume all your res 
more or less about the Mammoth Cave, 
of Kentucky, and its enchanting chamb 
ers; but not one of them have ever he ard 
or read a word about the Magic Cave 
of Garcia, which is situated in one of 
the adjacent mountains, northwest of 
the city of Monterly, Navo Leon, Mexi- 
co. As I don't know of anything 4t 
this time that would be appreciated by 
the patrons of your paper, than & de- 
scription of it, I will try and do so in 
this letter, 

A few weeks ago a number of young 
ladies and gentlemen visited the cave. 
At 5p. m. Saturday, they met at the 
Monterly and Mexican Gulf railway de- 
pot with lunch baskets well filled, and 
a band of music, all on pleasure bent; 
and at 5.30 the train pulled out. In 
one hour they were landed at Garcia,

and a number of prominent citizens, 


and escorted to the residence of Senor 
Francisco Elizondo, where a sumptu- 
ous repast was served.

and other light refreshments, When} 

tehey got through they found burrows 
(jack asses) ready to carry them to the 
“La Gloria Cave,” six miles away. 
At 3 a.m, the guides, servants, and mus- 
icians led the way, and when they 
reached the cave, they erected a port- 
able table, and covered it with the 
whitest of limen untied their lunch 
baskets, so that by the time the young 
people arriyed they had a sumptuous 
lunch ready for them, They seated 
themselves on pilllars of stalagmites, 
rocks, logs, and camp-stools, After 
lunch they plucked ferns and palm leaves 
from the rocks, and had their photo- 
graphs taken by Senor D. Lagrange,who 
was one of the party, while the. band 
discoursed sweet music. As the morn- 
ing was bright and clear, the scenery 
from the mouth of the cave was en- 
chanting. Off to the east and south- 
east loomed up the Sierra la Mitra and 
Sierra de la Silla, or Saddle Mountain; 
while to the soucn rose, avove -them all, 
the Sierra Madre, whose sierried peaks 
seemed to pierce the Bay, skies, while 
off to the west and northwest, as far 
as the eye could reach, extends the 
lesser Sierras, and between them, nest- 
ling in their bosom, was picturesque 
Garcia with her flower gardens and pa- 
tios full of rose bushes and tropical 
lants, whose sweet odour was wafted 
owards them by a gentle breeze that 
blew inbrpoeh a canyon from the Gulf 
of Mexico; while above the Horizon, in 
all his glory and brilliancy, blazed forth 
Jupiter, the morning star, to light their 
pathway to the cave, and bid them 
welcome ; while off to the west, perch- 
ed on a lofty peak, stood Venus, in her 
night robes to bid them welcome, and 
Adios" (God be with you) before she 
took her morning bath in the broad Pa- 
cific, The scenery that spread out be- 
fore them that bright morning was the

zumas land. 

As soon as they got through with 
their lunch the guides distributed 
torches, the. gentlemen selected their 
Paxtners and explorations commenced. 
t goes without saying that some of 
the young men were reminded of the 
quotation, ‘‘ Those whe enter here leave 
hope behind,” for there was more than 
one of them who buried in the recesses 
of the cave the hope that they long 
had cherished of living a bachelor’s life. 
The first chamber that they entered 


was the “Salon de la Luz,” or the 
chamber of light, which contains 
thousands of the most  marvel- 


lous formations that were ever seen 
in this wonderland, That chamber is 
very large, the ceiling is lofty and from 
it are suspended thousands of the whit- 
est of stalactites, which sparkled in the 
Sunlight, that peeped through an un- 
Seen opening in the roof, while from 
the floor arose immense pillars of stal- 
agmites. The sides of that chamber are 
covered with moss, ferns and floral 
Vines that live and bloom. in that sil- 
ent tomb. While the ladies and gentle- 
men were admiring the scenes in that 
wonderful chamber, they were startled 
by the sound of sweet music which 
floated in from the adjoining chambers 
and was carried through it until it 
reached the vaulted ceiling, when its 
echo was sent back from whence it 
came, and again carried to distant 
chambers until lost to mortal ears.

In spite of latitude and Arotio current, 
Labrador is the home of much that is 
delicious in tho berry world, Even tho 
outlying islands furnish the ourlew borry 
and bake applo in pro\usion; and upon 
the mainland in the proper month, Sep- 
tomber, a veritable feast awaits one, says 
a writter in “Outing.’’ Throe varieties of 
blueberries, huckleberries, wild red onr- 
rants, having ao pungent aromatic 
flavor, unequaled by the cultivated varie- 
ties; marsh berries, raspberries, tiny white 
capillaira tea berries, with a flavor like 
some rare perfumo, and having just a 
faint suggestion of wintergreen; squash 
berries, pear berries and curlew berries, 
tho latter not so grateful as the others, 
hut a’prime favorite with the Ksquimaux, 
who prefer it to almost any other; and 
lastly, tho typical Labrador fruit, which, 
excepting a few scattering plants in Can- 
ada and Newfoundland, is found, I bo- 
lieve, nowhere outside the peninsula—the 
gorgeous bako apple. 

These coyer the entire coast from the 
St Lawrence to Ungaya. Thoir beauti- 
ful geranium-like loayes struggle with 
the reindeer moss upon the islands, carpot 
alike the low valleys and the highost hill- 
tops, and eyen peep froin banks of ever- 
lasting snow.

Dry Blocks of Peat. 

Many people have probably wondored, 
as I haye, why tho immenso peat doposits 
oxisting in different parts of the United 
Kingdom are not turned to better account 
than they have been hitherto, From the 
result of recent experiments there would 
seem room to hope that this will speedily 
be done. A process has been introducod 
for preparing peat for fuel by tirst disin- 
tegrating {t and then working tt up into 
dry blocks, ‘hese blocks burn brightly, 
are perfectly clean to store and to handle, 
and, above all, give off only a small 
amount of smoke, and that anything but 
offensive—in fact, the fumes are said to 
be highly beneficial to persons affected 
with chost complaints, so that a smoky 
chimney with a peat firo may prove a 
blessing in disguiss,

tho prostration which Indicates the ap- 
proach of t!o disoaso and in a day or two 
tho grip Wis fully developed. She sulfer- 
od oxoruciating pain and {it soomod as 
though evory norve in her body had beon 
exposed and touched by hot irons, Opt- 
ates woro administered in order to re- 
lieve tho suffering, and whon tbo disease 
had rua so far tlfat pain was benumbed 
thon followed a remarkable reaction. 
‘The senso of feeling’’ writes tho phy- 
siclan who attended tho case, ‘tand, in 
fact every other sensu wero os complotely 
overcome as in tho case of sleep. A part 
of her brain was active as was evident 
from hor muttering talk, Tho will,judg- 
nent and reasoning facultios wore all 
benumbod, so to speak, and the young 
woman was alinost litorally in tho con- 
dition of one who dreams, Thore was 
this difforenco—sho could not be 
awakened, as the droamer can,'’ ‘his 
tranoe-like condition lasted a week 
The explanation is that the trances are 
osused by the poisoning of the blood 


velopment of the grip microbes. AlJl of 
the necessary conditions have provailod. 
Warm and cold days have alternated in 
a most confusing and unexpected man- 
ner. There has baen a great deal of rain 
and dampness, and the wind has, on 
the cold days, been of a singularly pen- 
etrating charactor. It is difficult for a 


which is one of the most dangerous re- 
sults of the grip. Tho first manifosta- 
tion of this poisoning {s an attack on the 
norye centers, If tho attack were con- 
fined to tho nerves in ono locality, as for 
instance, those of the faco or the sciatic 
nerve, niedical treatment could be applied 
with good results. But it is impossible 


person who is subject to the disease to 
protect himseif against such a formi- 
dable combination, The results aro sure 
to appear, and we have had sufliciont 
experignce to know just what they will 
be. ‘hore will be a shivering, a sneez- 
ing, a coughing, and, above all, a feel- 
ing of utter misery and neryous pros- 
tration, 

It was not until about flye years ago 
that the grip was recognized in this 
country as a disease deserving an es- 
pecial title in the list of ills that afflict 
mankind. Many declared that it was 
only a bad cold, or a form of pneu- 
monia. But it has since been shown 
that the grip is a malady all by itself. 
While {t is truo that it resembles a bad 
cold in many respects, attacking the 
mucous membranes of the nose, throat 
and bronchial tubes, this 1s merely an 
incident und not the main feature. The 
gripis, in fact, according toa well-re- 
spected authority of throat troubles, ‘‘to 
be rogarded as a general or constitutional 
disease, of which bronohitis is the local 
manifestation. Like all epidemic dis- 
easos, this has doubtless u spevial cause, 
and this cause is undoubtedly the at- 
mosphere.”’ 

While physicians are generally agreed 
that tho grip is caused by tho presence 
of certain microbes in the atmosphere, 
they aro by no means sure how theso 
microbes move from one part of the 
world to the other. It is particularly 
difficult to understand how thoy can 
cross the Atlantic Ocean in the short 
space of a week, unless it is assumed 
that they are brought over on shipboard, 
like cholera and other epidemic disease 
germs. 

It is a circumstance duserving soma 
attontion by those who are interested in 
the microbe theory that, during every 
epidemic of influenza,a far greater num- 
ber of persons are attacked than during 
an epidemic of any other disease, Chol- 
era, as has been pointed out, usually 
attacks only those who, owing to tho 
conditions of their lives, render them- 
selyex peculiarly liable to its intuonces, 
Scarlet fever, typhoid fever and small- 
pox also attack a smaller number of 
victims. To account for this it has been 
suggested that the influonza microbe 
during an epidemic is found in every 
part of the atmosphere and is not con- 
fined, like the cholera microbe, to cor- 
tain localities. 

That which night be expected to fol- 
low from this is just what actually oo- 
curs. The rich and the poor, strong and 
weak, cloan and unclean, all aro alike 
subject to influenza, with, however, this 
important qualification, that the disease 
is not usually followed by fatal results, 
except when iv attacks the aged and the 
feeble. A perfectly healthy mun, in 
other words, though he may not ayold 
catching the malady, need not fear any 
ill consequonces if he takes care of him- 


self properly. Among human beings 
tho grip is not so destructive of lifo ag 
among somo of the lower animals. Tt is 


reportod that in Hngland the diseaso has 
found its way to dogs, cats and horses, 
In the caso of the dogs it bas had a 
mortality of 6 por cunt, ; of the cats, 24 
por cont., and of tho horses a still larger 
per cont, hoe mortality among mon is 
in general due to complications with 
other troubles, Of these capillary bron- 
chitis and pneumonia are particularly 


apt to cause death, It is hardly necos- 
sary to state that bronchitis and pneu- 
monia aro favored by the samo con- 


ditions that encourage influonza 

In rogard to tho gorm thvory It may 
bo said that this ia still undor discus- 
sion, All doctors and solentific mon 
fre not agreed that tho diseare is caused 
by gorins, Thoro are, it is truce, path- 
ologista who say that they have secon 
the bacilli of grip and that they aro 
blo to propagate thom in certain ‘oul- 
tures.'’ Ochora (thore ore sure to bo 


“others'’’ in any scientific quostion 
which cannot be absolutely answered 
beyond any. possibility. of doubt), do- 
clare that whilo the. germ theory may 
be and probably ja. sound, it bas not 
been domonstrated ond hence cannot 
rank os @ cold, hard fact, 


to give such troatment when the entiro 
nervous system has bowen brought uuder 
the influsnce of the poison. ‘Lhe only 
treatment possible, then, is that which 
deadens the pain by tho use of opiates 
and wheu such suffering has passed 
away in the courso of the disease, to 
allow nature to begin its restorative 
work, aided by such coience as medicine 
cap command. ‘the trance-like influence 
of this poison is not entirely gone until 
the poison itself has been entirely elim- 
inated from the system, 

Hysteria is also caused by the grip. 
An interesting cure of a case of this 
Kind is on record in the medical jour- 
nals. A woman was brought to the hos- 
pital suffering from grip. On the eve- 
ning of herarrival sho fell into astate of 
hysteria, setting up from time to time 
a series of unearthly yells. he doctor 
studied her case with great thorough- 
ness, and was of tho opinion that grip 
had caused such weakness of the woman's 
will power os could only bo rem- 
edied by mental treatment, He pre- 
scribed a certain dose, which was to be 
taken every hour, and thon left. Warly 
the next morning he called and found 
the patient very hysterical. He asked 
the nurse if the prescription had boen 
given as he directed, and when told that 
it had, he said in a yery lomd voice: 
‘“vhen there is nothing for mo to do but 
go away and let her dio,” 

The doctor left. The woman quickly 
recovered from her hysteria, jumped out 
of bed and went homo, declaring that she 
was as well as anybody. The doctor 
pronvuced this one of tho inysteries of 
the grip.

Many decorators knew that oddi- 

ties of form and color could not be 

used alike in marble halls and 

maidens’ boudoirs, but they did 

not have the independence to risk 

an open defiance of the prevailing 

style. They found a sort of refuge 
under “ Milk White Flag” of no- 
nentity. The wall paper manufac- 
turers assumed the risk of putting 
colors into their papers for this 

reason, The results are beautiful 

in the products and profitable to 

the consumer, Strong, rich colors 
are precisely what the people were 
waiting for; employed judiciously, 

they were precisely \hat they 
should have. This is an era of 
strong colors, It is also an era of 
good taste. It is the period of 
the golden mean betwen the eccen- 
tricities of the sunflower sensation- 
alism, with its riotous vule: ity, 
and the dreary daintiness of whitey 
timidity. It isnot only philosophic 
to use strong colors, but it is artis- 
tic, asthetic, and delightful—the 
climax of all things good, true and 
beautiful.

Comparative Merits of Bees, 


The pure Italian bee (Apis Ligustioa) 
does more work and lives 10 to 15 days 
longer than the German black bee (Apis 
mellifica), But don’t use the highly 
praised golden, fine banded Italians, be- 
cause they are bred for color aad are de- 
oldedly apt to be weak in constitutional 
vitality, The true Italians aro more of a 
leather color than yellow; they show two 
distinct bands around the abdomen up 
next to the throat (the part to which the 
wings and legs are attached), The real 
superiority of the Italians is a tongue 
four one-hundredths of an inch longer 
than the black bees haye. Thoy are more 
persistent workers and they oling to the 
combs closer when being handled, also 
protect thelr combs from the ravages of 
the bee moth more completely.—H. L, 
Joffrey. 


To Ventilate a Warm Cellar. 

The majority of cellars, perhaps, need 
provision for keeping out the cold rather 
than letting if in, Still there are many 
that are much too warm for tho proper 
keeping of frait through the winter, and 
where such is tho case ventilation must 
behad. The diagram shows an oxcel- 
lent way to secure this. ‘The usual deep 
window casing has a sash on the Inside, 
hinged at the top so that it can be opened 
or olosod at will, Over tho outside of 


the casing coarse cotton cloth is drawn 
and tacked. This keeps out snow and 
any animals that might otherwise onter, 
but permits some ciroulation of alr, 
With this arrangement tho temporature 
of a naturally warm collar can bo vasily 
controlled during the winter, and. frult 
kopt fresh and freo from shriveling.

THE MAHDI OVERLHROWN. 


A despitch from Cairo tothe /ull Mall 
Gazelle awys that a revolution has brokn 
out ia Kburtoum and tnat the tribes from 
the interior have come to ths support of the 

ahdi’s former followers and overthrowo 
him. When the Muhdi who wrested the 
Soudan from Kyypt in 1882 ended his 
tyrannical and crue! career—assaseinated, 
accordiog to one account, by one of the 
women of hiaharem ina fit of jealous rage 


 —he waatucceeded by one of his licuten- 


ants, koown as tho Khalifa, and he. no 
doubt, it is who has now been overthrown, 
On his accession to power he fixed bis capit- 
al at Onidurman, and from that city he ruled 
over the revolted proviocer, though after a 
time Darfur and other districts asserted 
their independence of him. Of the prisoners 


Khalifa continued to hold several in durance 
at Omdurmen but Father Bonomi, Father 
Obrwalder, Father Rossigooli, and fioally 
Slatin Bey, the last of Chinese Gordon's 
lieutenant*; and the former ‘overnor- 
General of Darfur, succeeded in making 
their escape,

No Need for Seasickness. 

A great number of people who can 
never cross the ocean without being pros- 
trated by seasickness have #)me to look 
upon avery reported cure for that distress- 
ing malady as a delusion and a snare.

Dr, A. D. Rock- 
youll says it is. Ho assorts that the roason 
60 littlo attention has been paid to seasick- 
ness, especially by thoss not subject to it, 
is that there was a fallacious idea that to 
bo seasick did a_person good; that it cloar- 
od out the system, and therefore, nature 
stould be allowed to take its course, Dr. 
Rookwell holds that there is neither ad- 
vantage in nor need for the ailment. It 
must be prevented and the battle of pre- 
vention muss be fought on land bafore 
sui ing. For three days before the voyage 
doses of bromide of sodium must be taken 
—in preference to bromide of potassium, 
and this course must be continued for 
threo or four days after sailing. One 
pleasant effect of this Dromization is the 
sound and refroshing nature of the sleep 
it induces. Tho dose recommended by 
Dr. Rockwell is thirty grains of bromide 
of sodium three times a day for three days 
beforo the voyage, and for three or four 
days after starting. He has invariably 
found this treatmont an absolute prevent- 
iye and has crossed the English Channel 
on a yery rough voyago without the slight- 
esh discomfort from the motion of the 
ship. Inapaper on this subject before

“Thirty yoars ago I was a stockman 
on the Ginna-gulla Run,’’ sald my host, 
os ho slowly sipped his glass of tho 
famous Maroona wino from his own yine- 
yard. My eye glanced almost inyolun- 
tarily over the wide prospect’ of rolling 
plain and distant wooded range which in 
\ts variety and wealth went far to make 
the view from the broad verandah of 
Maroona homo station one of the most at- 
tractive I had seen in Australia. Then 
my eyes camo back to its owner, looking, 
in his t middo ago, every inch the 
owner and master of iball. “*Stockman?’’ 
[ said interrogatively. Mr. Leslio smiled. 
‘Yes, stockman,”’ he said. **Vhirty-ono 
years ogo I began in this country, as 
many a better man has done, with youth 
and strength, a fair education and a do- 
tormination to succeed, for my stock in 
irade, It looks a longish step from 
stookman at Ginna gulla to owner of 
Maroona, I admit, and the quostion you 
asked mo flye minutes ago brought it 
pack to my mind—the first step was 4 
bush fire, 

“Thad been fully a year in Australia, 
and noarly all the time at Ginna-gulla 
Run. It was known protty nearly as 
often by the name of Morrison's Run as 
anything else in those days, because 
George Morrison the owner was as well 
known o man as any in Now South 
Wales, and the run had got its name for 


ke out, but he always did, ospecially 
if what he bad to say wasn't likely to be 
nyroonble, ‘Back early, I seo, os usual, 
Well, it's lucky, for Mr. Morrison left a 
lotter to go over to Radoliffe's station to- 
day.

‘All right,’ I replied, sulkily enough, 
I daro sny. ‘Wallaby’s pumpod out clean, 
though, and thore’s not another horse 
in the stablo hut Whalebone.’ This was 
satisfactory to my feelings, for Whale- 
Done was old saunders’ Invorito mount, 
and had good times and little work, and 
I know ho'd almost as soon hayo gone 
himsolf as lot anybody else rido him. He 
didn’t liko ita bit, either, but after a 
minute he said: ‘Well, Dick, it can't be 
helped; mind you take care of him, for 
IT mean to run him at Bathurst in March. 
That letter's got to go somehow.’ 
f4'‘Thero was no holp for it, so In aon- 
other ton minutes I had tinished my tea, 
stowed away my nowspaper to walt for 
botter times, and started on my second 
ride, a matter of a good twenty-five miles 
there und back, to Radecliffo's home 
station. It was o satisfaction to have got 
hold of such a mount as Whalebone, any- 
how, for he was as fresh as paint and as 


sheep and wool from hin, Both owner 
and run wore so famous that it was no 
ordinary stroke of luck for a young fel- 
low without friends to get taken on even 
asastockman on therun. I knew nothing 
about work whon I went to Ginna-gulla, 
but nobody could be lotig on Morrison’s 
Run without finding out what it meant. 
I could ride when I went there, and that 
was oll I could do, but it was a great 
help to begin with. Why, in these days of 
boundary riders, when every run’s walled 
in Iike a stock yard, young follows don’t 
know what hard riding means, 

“In our time it was anxious work, I 
can tell you, to keep your flocks clear 
of your neighbor's with nothing but a 
low range or a crook dry for nino months 
of tho year, tomako the boundary. We 
had to do it, however, for Morrison was 
something more than particular where 
his shoop wore concerned. That yoar—I 
rom smber it well, and you'll seo I have 
good reasons to—was 4 bad ono, owing to 
the early drought Our run was moro 
than ordinarily woll watered owing to the 
wooded ranges that crossed it from enst 
to west and nursed the creeks for us, but 
the runs outside of ours were mostly dry. 
It’s ensy onough to manage sheep when 
they have all they want, but when water 
gets short, it’s a job to keep thom In 
their own country. Our neighbors found 
it so by the month of January, '72, I can 
tell you, and the worst of it was that we 
woro & good deal moro anxious to keep 
thom back than their owners were. 

“Phat was how matters stood at Ginon- 
gulla, and I don't know that I ever spent 
as hard a month of work in my ).fe, I 
was in the saddle pretty well from day- 
light till dark, which seoms a longish 
day in January, with the heat at 115 in 
the shado—when you had luck to get 
thore—and the sun, I necdnn't say, a 
scorcher. Woll, it camo caslor to mo 
than to most of the hands, after all, for 
Twas fond of tho work, I had all my 
lifo loyed nothing so well as fresh alr and 
freedom, and here I had plenty of both. 
Even now thatthe long rolling downs 
that mado up the Ginna-gulla run wero 
dry and parched, with the tall lying 
thick and matted, o goldon-brown 
mantle, over the sund on which tho 
horse-hoofs fell with a springy motion 
ond # nolseloss tread, the placo looked 
beautiful to mo, 

“Phoro it Iay in the 
stretching os far as tho eye could reach, 
glowing {to the morning sunlight, or 
swimmin 1% watery m so 6 noon, 

pod ina thousand tints by 
tho so of tho sunset. And, nboyo 
ull, it was froo. Thoro wore no walls or 
fonces to remind you that thore wero 
Places whore you mustn't go; nothing to 
minke you feol that you woro loss of o 
man than your omployer. ‘That was tho 
grand thing in those duys up at Mor 
rison’#. Ie would have no pooplo on hig 
rup, he sald, that he couldn’t shake 
hands with—no old convicts that must be 
kept at a long arm's longth for decency's 
sake, No, it was George Morrison's boast 
that ho was frionds with his hands, abd 
the upshot of it was that bo was tho bost 
torved man in New South Walos. 

“It was tho 26th of January, and tho 
hottert day we had folt yot. I was off 
carly to the western boundary, to seo that 
our next neighbor's sheep wore not on 
our run, and both my borso and I had 
folt pretty well baked bofore we got 
back, It was nearly 12 o'clock by that 
time, and a breezo had just begun to 
come up from tho nortlieast as I rode up 
to the home statlonand jumped off, glad 
enough of the chance to got out of the 
hun fora bit. Iwas barely sottlod with 
iny pipe, ® panikin of cold tea by my 
side, and a month-old Sydney paper in 
ny band, when I heard old Saundors 
shouting to one of the stublo hands, ask 
ing if any of the men hands (at Ginna-

strong as a lion, The first thing I 
noticed was that the breeze was blowing 
up uncommonly fresh.

country. It was rather more in our faco 
than on the way home, and its force in 
the open country was something surpris- 
ing Again andagain I found myself 
looking to windward with a sort of yaguo 
improssion that there must be something 
coming of which this sudden gale was 
the foreranner. I had dipped into the 
boundary hollow botween our run and 
Radcliffe’s, and here the force of the 


wind was less apparent, and as we neared, 


tho other end of it I suddenly noticed a 
strange and yery pungent smell, 

“T looked ahond and saw at tho end of 
the hollow what looked like a thin film 
of smoke blowing across the track. No- 
body had eyer been long in Australia 
without hearing of a bush fire, and al- 
though I had never seen anything of the 
sort I felt cortain ina moment that I 
was about to see it now. I was right. 
Woe hadn’t been & quarter of a mile from 
the ond of the hollow when first I noticed 
tho smell of fire, but although Whalebone 
had instantly broken into a steady gal- 
lop at.the first alarm, the wreaths of 
sinoke wore growing dark by the time 
wo r jad the oper ground and found 
ourselyes exposed to the full force of the 
wind, by this time blowing an unmistak- 
able galo.

Clothes to be Photographed In. 

The sorrows of the trying ordeal, 
haying one’s photograph taken, may be 
mitigated by following o few suggestions 
made by Mrs. Catherine Weed Ward in 
tho ** Photogram,’’ the magazine which 
she and her husband conduct in common. 
Mrs, Ward says: ‘'The greatest number 
of sitters are utterly ignorant as to how 
matorials, colors and styles of costumes 
will appoar in the finished portrait, and 
the operator is blamed for what is asa 
rule, not his fault. As a rule, it is well 
--and should be required—to ayoid yery 
positive patterns such as large plaids, 
checks, wide stripes and much jet or 
other glittering trimmings and much 
jewelry, Sharp contrasts in materials, 
trimming or style of cut are a decided 
detriment toa pleasing portrait, and as 
“rule the tone of color should harmonize 
with tho sitter’s complexion and hair. 
Glistening silks are difficult to light well 
as is apy material which does not easily 
lend itself to soft folds, Dead lustre silk, 
soft woolons, orapes, fleecy tissues, and 
similar matorials aro always offective.’’ 
Mrs. Ward adyises, too, that one should 
soften by rendering it indefinite the line 
between skin and dress, both at neck and 
wrists, remembering always that, how- 
ever well a costuino may appear in real- 
ity, it alters before the camera, and may 
call attention to what might otherwise 
pass unnoticed. 


A Mountain of Gold, 


Tho most famous and most puzzling of 
all gold minos is the Mount Morgan. It 
appears from one of the Sydney papers, 
that it contributes more previous metal to 
the world’s treasure than any other patch 
of the earth’s surface of the same extent. 
Mount Morgan is supposed to bo the pro- 
duct of a thermal spring, and is simply a 
mountain of gold, but of gold that has al- 
ready boon treated by nature.

The procious metal exists ina sort of 
golden flour, dissolved through iron-stone. 
It was in 1882 that the original finders 
stumbled upon Mount Morgan. They 
noticed that the slope of the bill was scat- 
tered over with black stones, From curi- 
osity thoy crushed one or two, and found, 
asa result, moro gold than stone! ‘The 
very abundance of the precious metal, in- 
deed, made the discoverers wonder whether 
it could be gold! ‘To-day nearly 200 foot 
of the mountain has been removed alto- 
egther, and the remainder is’ perforated 
with tunnels, or belng quarried out as 
though it were sandstone, -The company 
has taken out within a fow ounces of 
thirty-seven tons’ welght of gold worth 
exactly £5,000,000 sterling!

WATERS OF THE GREAT LAKES: 
William Piereon Judson, of Oawogo, N.Y. 
a civil enginoer of great renown, who ‘hos 
given the subject much serious stady and 
| reflection, thus refera to the high and low 
water on the grand lakes ;— 

Various misleading statements have re- 
cently been made by the papers regarding 
the present extremely low stage of water 
in the Great Lakes, cepecially that there is 
a marked decrease in the mean lake level 
during recont years and that tho lower 
| jevel will be pormanent, Indications for 
| the future can only be based upon definite 
knowledge of the past; such knowledg» 
gives fullasaurance that the lakos will soon 
regoin their levels and that the 
prosent low water is merely # nataral rooult 
of the extreme drought which bas, during 
1895, affected not only the lake region bat 
tho entire United States, The lake lovels 
have, it is true, been lower in the last threo 
months of 1895 than over before since L819, 
but only about one-half foot lower than in 
several yoars. So long avo as 1519, before 
the lake region had been affected in any way 
by the works of mao, the level was within 7 
inches of the low water of 1805 ;it again 
reached the 1819 low level in IS in 1848, 
in [872 and 1873, andin 1891, oh low 
stage boing followed by a period of high 
water which has kept the average nearly 
unchanged, For instance, the mean for tha 
sixtoon yours from 1880 to 1895 is only 8 
inches lowor than the mean for the sixteen 
yoara from 1860 to 187 The demand for

Arrangements have been made in 
New York to test the merits of a new

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FRUIT INSECTS. 


The burning of fallon leaves or other 
fruit plantations of 
any kind will provent many insect pesta 
from obtaioing winter sholter near their 
food-plants and those pests already in 
hiboroution will be killed. Many of our 
w inseet pests, a8 the plum curcullo 
hibernate in rubbish, 

It is a goo practice to scrape off the 
rough bark from the trunks and branch- 
os of fruit trees, for many catorpillars of 
the codlin moth (thon in their little co- 
coons of silk), the bibornating adults of 
the pear psylla,and the hibernating eggs 
under the scales of the oyster-shell bark- 
louso and the scurvy bark-louse, will be 
dislodged or killed. A conting of white- 
Wash or some similar wash will tend to 


Jess attractive as 4 hibernating place for 


If fruit trees are pruned ot any time 
during their dormant period the pruning 
should always bo burned. These prun- 
ings will often bear the wintering eggs 
of tho different kinds of plant lice (as 
the applo and the cherry aphides, and 
the hop aphis, whose eggs are laid on 
plum treos) that appear in such great 
numbers on the trees in the spring and 
summer, The half-grown caterpillars 
of the clgar-case-bearer (Coleophora flot- 
vberella) are also then snagly tucked 
away in their little curved cases attach- 
ed to the bark of the twigs and many 


thus perish on the prunings This insect 
has recently come to be # serloas applo 
pest in Western Now York 

Trees infested with the oyster-ehell 
bark-louse, the scurvy bark-louse, the 
San Jose scale (now practically confin- 
od to Long Island in New York state, 
but which has been widely disseminated 
since its spread from California) or any 
other scale insect, should be thoroughly 
washed with whale-oil soap, using one 
or two pounds to a gallon of water. 
Remember that the wash must come in 
contact with the insects to kill them. 
With this wash, or with a strong ker- 
osene emulsion, many of the adults of 
that dreaded pest, the poar psylla, then 
in-hibernation in sheltered places on 
the bark, ean be killed. 

The New York plum scale, which has 
recently wrought such great destruction 
in Western New York plum orchards, 
ean be fought to the best advantage 
only when the trees are dormant, as the 
sconles are then young,tender,and le ex- 
posed on the bark. Badly infested trees 
should receive a thorough spraying with 
kerosene omulsion (Hubbard-Riley for- 
mula diluted four times) in the fall, in 
the winter, if possi ble, and another very 
thorough application early in the spring 
before the buds swell. 


—Why Rain and Snow Injures Highways. _ 

‘Tho two cross sections of country roads 
shown herewith are in the nature of ob- 
ject lessons that tell their own story. 
‘Tho first (Fig. 1) is that of hundreds of 
country highways—ditches at the sides, a 
high grass grown edge or ‘‘shoulder’’ on 
elthor side of the wheel track, and a con- 
caye roadbed, When the rain falls on 
such a highway how can it do otherwise 
than run along the center of the road, 
washing away all loose soil in its course, 
until it finds a chance to escape into one 
of tho side ditches?

Light Railways for Farmers. 


Maj. Gen, Wobber has suggested, as a 
means of enabling English farmers to 
have quick transit to the market for their 
agricultural products, a plan which 
might be adopted with advantage in 
parts of this country. He proposes a sys- 
tem of railways, the cars on which can 
be handled by the farm hands, and drawn 
either by small locomotives or horses. 
The lines must be capable of being laid 
into the flelds to moye the crops, in a 
measure like those used in sugar and cot- 
ton estates. The gauge advocated, 18 to 
80 inches, requires 4}¢ to six feet of 
ground breadth, and costs under $7,500 
per mile altogether, In the Woolwich 
Arsenal and at Guiness’ browery there 
are 18-inch gauge railways of this type, 
which haye for years done excellent ser- 
vice. At the brewery the locomotives are 
about as large as a good-sized upright 
piano. They are fine examples of what 
can be done in traction on really light- 
narrow gauge lines. In Decauyille, France, 
there is a portable railway that has long 
been successfully used in farm work. 
Maj.-Gon, Webber estimates that 24-inch 
gauge linos can be laid with 20 pound 
rails, at the rate stated, to give a receipt 
of 86c. per mile against a working ex- 
penditure of 25c, per mile. Ho holds that 
if agricniture is to derive any benefit 
from light railways they must be really 
light ‘They must not be simply thin 
paper editions of standard gauge lines 
cut down to the danger point of strength, 
but carefully designed combinations of 
track and rolling stock, entirely divorced 
from all idea of their util'zaiion by 
standard vehicles, It is nu. imperative 
that tho roadside nov:‘..4 should be of the 
portable traci (v5. put together in sec- 
tions, alt!) 5... where those portions are 
to be ') «. by the farmers thomselves this 
is > \.able. Tho idea of a farmer laying 
fy.ling of the fashion of a railroad may 
be repugnant to the averago railway 
man, but it will secom yery natural and 
proper to the farmer as soon as he finds 
that the ight railway is putting him 
into prompt touch with the people.

Quebec License Amendments. 


During the recent session of the Quebeo 
Legislature, which has just closed, some 
important changes were made in the 
liquor license law of that province, 
Among them are the following: Any of 
the municipal councils, except those of 
Montreal and Quebec, must certify a wil- 
lingness to the issue of liquor licenses, or 
they cannot be issued at all, and the de- 
cision of the council is absolute, In case 
the applicant has been previously convict- 
ed of violating the license law his appli- 
cation must be refuged. If the majority 
of the electors in the municipality, or of 
polling sub-division, have filled their 
Opposition to any license being granted 
within that limit, none oan be granted. 
Special licenses san be issued for picnics, 
races or large gatherings. In muniol- 
palities where local option by-laws are in 
force, licenses are issued for the sale 
of liquors for medicinal purposes, but no 
such licenses can be issued to public 
houses. ‘The reason is obyious. A pur- 
chaser of liquor from an unlicensed person, 
or during pohibited hours, is Hable to a 
penalty of from $5 to $25 for each 
offence. Any licensed person harboring 
a constable while on duty, or giving him 
liquor, or attempting to bribe him, 1s 
liable to a penalty of $50. 


Sense of Colorin Animals. 


It is next to impossible to give an in- 
stance in which a dog identifles an object 
by its hue, and there is little positive evi- 
dence that the larger quadrupeds haye 
much sense of color. Domestic cattle are 
so far affected by violent contrast of 
white and dark that the presence of a 
black, white or very clearly spotted anim- 
al in the herd sometimes results in calves 
being thrown of the same color or mark- 
ings. But though red is said to irritate a 
bull, and to excite hunters by association 
of ideas, the latter statement rests partly 
on surmise, Tho writer has scen 4 setter 
refuse to retrieve a black rabbit because 
it apparently thought its master had shot 
a black cat, But a houso-lying dog shows 
no preference for ared carpet or rug 
over 4 blue or variegated one, and expres- 
ses no surprise or curiosity whether its 
master wears a red uniform or a black ey- 
ening suit, Nono of tho cats. whether wild 
or tame, show any partiality for bright 
hues; and among all the stratagems used 
for time immemorial by hunters, the uso 
of color as a lure for quadrupeds is no- 
tably absent,—Popular Science,

Novor rub a 
fabric that is being ronovated on tho 
washboard, nor wring it tightly, and in 
using naphtha romom ber that it roughons 
the hands, and that after using it 1b 1s 
woll to put vaselino upon thom and to 
wear old gloves, Wash alpaca in tho 
samo manner a8 Cashmore, adding a little 
gum-arabio to the rinsing water, If the 
black goods are of n rusty color restore 
them by sponging with ammonia and 
alcohol. Always use a ploce of the same 
matorial or one noar to it to spongo with,

‘ CHEAP POULTRY HOUSE. 


The dingram herewith shows ono of the 
bost cheap poultry houses thab oan be 
constructed, the Inside arrangoment being 
especially excellent because of its labor- 
saving character, Tho skotoh shows a 
cross section, from which it will bo seon 
that, contrary to tho usual plan, the 
higher sido has tho walls, tho pens boing 
under tho lower part of tho roof, If one 
oan gtand erect at the center of tho pon, 
this is sufflolent height for oll purposes, 
as most of the work of caring for the 
fowls is done from the walk, ‘Tho roosts 
aro at the front, with a platform below 
that projecta out into the walk for several 
inchos. Raising the hinged door, one can 
thus scrape off all the droppings from 
the walk into a box or basket, ‘Tho nosts 


below the platform are also reached from 
tho walk, while bolow the nests is an 
opening in the partition, through which 
the fowls drink from a dish in the walk, 
no water boing spilled or made filthy by 
this plan. ‘Tho windows are on the lower 
side of ths house, a great sufficiency of 
light being seoured in thisway. ‘This 
construction permits a much lower, and 
consequently warmer, house than is tho 
caso where the walk is on the lower side. 
Such a house may be built of rough 
boards and covered with heayy roofing 
papers, then hattened, when it should be 
warm and Jast for years. When the cover- 
ing does begin to give out, shingle or 
clapboard right over the tarred felt or 
paper.

THE INVISIBLE. 


EXPERIMENTS BY PROF. WRIGHT 
OF YALE UNIVERSITY. 


Hidden Objects Portrayed--Piotures of 


Coins In Pocketbooks, and Lead Ina Pen- 


cll--Shown by tho Cathode Light, 


Profossor A. W. Wright, of Yale Uni- 
versity, who Is in charge of Sloane Labor- 
atory and professor of experimental phys- 
ios at that institution, has recently con- 
firmed in the most striking manner the 
experiments of Professor Roenigen, of 
Wurzburg, Germany, in photographing 
objects bohind opaque bodies by the use 
of oathode raya—in other words, In photo- 
graphing objects invisible to the eye. In 
its noxt Issue the Hlectrical engineer will 
publish an articlo on Professor Wright's 
exporiments with fac-aimile reproductions 
of tho photographs he has mado. Some 
of those photographs herewith produced 
were obtained by the Herald from ad- 
vanco proofs furnished by the Hlectrical 
Engineer, 

In making tho photographs of inyisible 
objects a highly sensitized plate is placed 
in an ordinary photographio plato holder, 
Right in front of itis placed the object 
to be photographed. In the case ilustrat- 
ed it was an ordinary lead pencil, and his 
purpose was to photograph the lead in 
the pencil, That the oxperiment was a

rubbed and dried as soon as they come to 
the stablo, After the sweat on their coats 
has been rubbed thoroughly, the horse 
should be blanketed until tho hair has 
become entirely dry. ‘This will save the 
horse from many colds, which are lable 
to develop more serious disease. 

Sheep can endure cold without injury, 
provided they are sheltered from storms, 
This is especially true of fattening sheep, 
which will feed much better when they 
can breatho air that is cold and bracing. 
Such air has a greater proportion of oxy- 
gon in it, and this uses up the carbon in 
tho blood, and thus promotes a vigorous 
appetite. But whon sheep get wet their 
wool holds the moisture, and it is very 
much like a person sitting in the ocold 
with wet clothing on. Old sheep quickly 
sucoumb to conditions like these, In 
fact, it does not pay to keep sheep that 
are past their prime. 


The Ayrshire is the leading dairy brood 
of Scotch origin, coming from the shire 
or county of the same name on the west 
coast of Scotland. ‘The cows are of small 
medium size, averaging perhaps 1,000 
pounds; varying much in color, almost 
always haying some white in combina- 
tion with red, yellow or brown. The 
best specimens of the breed are almost 
ideally perfect in form of body and udder, 
‘They give a good quantity of milk,slight- 
ly above the average in percentago of fat, 
Outside of parts of New England they 
are not numerous in the dairy districts 
of this country. 


Tho hog has less hair than other domes- 
tio animals, and It fs especially Mable to 
bo injured by dampness. Whore a num- 
ber of pigs are kept together, they will 
pile over each other, and if the quarters 
are at all damp, thoy will be reeking 
with sweat and wet in the morning, In 
most places the feeding place is much less 
protected from the wind than 1s tho sleep- 
ingpen, We haye often seen hogs roused 
from their Warm bed and standing shiver- 
ing with cold while eating thelr broak- 
faust. In this way many fattening hogs 
take severe colds, and, what is even more 
important, the pork made from such hogs 
will not be healthful for those who eat it. 


A question that will be of interest to 
the dairymoen is ‘‘how much water will a 
cow drink!’ Of course, the amount 
differs with different individuals, with 
the varying heat of different seasons and 
the amount of salt and character of food, 
but an average amount for average cows 
of different breeds has been decided upon 
by repeated experiments at the New York 
Experiment Stations. It was found that 
during lactation, or tho milk-giving 
period, the averago per month was 17,660 
pounds, and 774.8 pounds of food was con- 
sumed, The pounds of water drank for 
each pound of milk produced wore as fol- 
lows: Ayrshire 4,26, Guernseys 56,07, 
Holstoins 4,48, Jorseya 5.24, Shorthorns 
5, Holdernoss 8.95, Devons 4.82; an 
avorago of 4.68 pounds. It isan intorest- 
ing fact, ns above noted, that those breeds 
of cows giving the richest milk, like the 
Jersey and Guornsey, require the most 
water to cach pound of milk produced. 


Movable Nesting Boxer. 

The sketch shows o convenient plan 
for arranging nosting boxes whore the 
poultry quarters are within a building, 
and sqparated from tho remaining space 
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by an inside partition, In this partition 
aro arranged drawors of the propor sizo,as 
shown in tho disgram, ‘Those projodt 
into the poultry house, whore they aro 
supported by o light framework with 
grooves in which the drawors run smooth- 
ly. One can thus gathor the eggs with- 
out entering tho poultry quarters, and 
without soiling ono'sa shoos and frighton- 
ing, it may bo,the fowls, Tho nosts boing 
unfaatoned can bo removed and cloansod 
at any timo, os permanent nests cannot be, 


success is evidenced by the accompanying 
illustration, in which tho lead is clearly 
shown, the wood surrounding it being 
but faintly visible. 
_ Next to the object to be photographed 
is placed a high vacuum tube, technical- 
ly known as Crooke’s tube, in which 
there is an almost perfect vacuum, At 
the upper end of this tube the cathode or 
negative pole of the battery is attached, 
the positive pole being attached to the 
lower end of the tube, and both poles 
-being connected with an induction coil 
giving out very high potential discharges, 

When tho eicieck to be photographed 
‘has been for a short time before the sen- 
sitized plate the latter is removed and 
‘developed like any other photo, and prints 
of the impression on it can be mada to 
any number desired, 
. Professor Wright made his experiments 
by using a Crooke’s tube, the exhaustion 
of which was carried to such a high point 
‘that the tension of the gas left in the 
tube onlyequalled a few willionths of 
ordinary atmospheric pressure, This 
‘tube he connected to the poles of an in- 
duction coll in action, By discharging 
the nogative olectrode the cathode rays are 
obtained, ‘Those rays operate with great 
energy upon a sensitive photographio 
plate, and produce effects even when a 
thick layer of wood or any other opaque 
but non-metallic substance is placed be- 
tween the tube and the photographio 
plate, 

Professor Wright's oxperiments were 
made with a great variety of substances, 


' and it was found that strong impressions 


were obtained upon a photographic plate, 
even when it was enclosed in an opaque 
wrapping of black paper and covered with 
‘a pine board half an inch thick, It was 
evident at the outset that the order of 
transparency of different subjects for tho 
light rays was very different from that 
which is found with the oathode rays. 
Thus, pieces of glass were more opaque to 
these rays than some of tho metals or 
than obonite, which is perfectly opaque 
to luminous rays, but transmits the 
cathode rays with great freedom, 

Among the metals alaminum {fs especi- 
‘ally distinguished, and in one of the ex- 
periments made by Professor Wright an 
Aluminum medal left its impress upon 
the pinte 80 clearly as to show tho dosign 
and lettering on both sides, 

In other experiments made by Professor 
Wright with a pine board interposed, a 
closed paper box containing aluminum 

rain wolghts left a trace upon the plate 

hich appeared as though the box were 
almost transparent and the wo ghts them- 
selves somowhat translucent. Anothor 
paper box contained ombedded in cottoa 
throe small spheres, one of platinum, ono 
of brass, and one of aluminum, In this 
case also the box and the cotton appoared 
80 nearly transparent as to leave but a 
slight Impression on tho plate, The brass 
and platinum spheres tntercoptod a largo 
portion of tho cathodes, the aluminum 
aphero a much smaller proportion, A 
number of United States colns—silver, 
copper and nickel—produced strong im- 
pressions, showing almost comploto In- 
terception of tho rays, bub thore were 
differences, the copper coins transmitting 
moro than the nickel and the nickel 
more than the alilyer. 

In an earlier experiment a somowhat 
thinner board of white wood was used, 
the plato being wrapped in black paper, 
as before. On this board was lnld a pooket- 
book of dark Russia leather, with several 
flaps of leather within and containing 
seven cards, two of thoin thiok, A 
numbor of coins were slipped into the in- 
sido compartment of the book, which was 
thon closed and laid upon a board under 
the tube, On the plate, whon developed, 
only a faint shading was loft by tho 
pocketbook, but of the coins thoro was a 
strong and well dofined pioture, show\ng 
with surprising cloarnoss thoir number 
and position in the book, 

It was romarked that the plotures pro- 
duovd on tho sensitive plates by these ox- 
periments had to the eye an appearance 
similar to those of shadows thrown by the 
object upon a surface whon the source of 
light ls but a short distance away. if tho 
objovt Is ot a short intorval from tho li- 
Juminated surface, the image is some- 
what oularged; it 1s also distorted if the 
rays fall obliquely, and tho odges are 
somowhat blurred or diffused, 

f tho distance of the tubo is incroased 
or the interposed opaque layer te thinner, 
fo that the object experimented upon is 
brought quite near to the sensitive plate, 
thon the outline of the pioture is moro 
sharp end oloar ond tho propoftiona are 
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more noarly normal. In Professor 
Wright's first succossfal experiment, in- 
stead of a photographic plate a piece of 
sensitive bromide paper waa used simply 
wrappod in stout black paper, absolutely 
opaque, on which tho objoota were 
oonsisting of a pair of scissor 
pencil and a quarter of a dollar, 
objects left a strong improsalon, 
romarkably clear outlines of thelr 
forms 

Tho rosults obtainod by Profossor 
Roonigen in his experiments have been 
most astonishing, and details of 
haye just beon brought here by tho Wuaro- 
pean mails. A lecture was given in Ber- 
lin on the new discovory, and the lectur 
or, in its course, made several striking 
photographs, Hoe took a purse, put a key 
and somo coins into it, wrapped up the 
whole in black paper, and Jaid it on the 
photographio plate. In order to show tha 
great ponotrating power of tho rays he 
laid on the top of the wrapped up purse 
& board two tingers in thicknoss. 

Ho then exposed tho whole to the rays 
electrically produced in the stoonigen 
tubes. After about fiftoon minutos, which 
were occupied with various very interest- 
ing demonstrations, the lecturer took out 
tho plate, developed it and had it thrown 
by limelight on to a white curtain, With 
tho greatest clearness were seen the key 
and the coins, while even the outlines of 
the purse were scarcely yisiblo. 

Among other photographs shown was 
one representing the hand of a man, who, 
years ago, ran into his hand a piece of 
glass, which could not be extracted, and 
always penetrated deeper, The photo- 
graph of the skeleton of the hand pro- 
duced by Professor Roenigen’s method 
showed this bit of glass quite distinctly, 
Another interesting experiment was tho 
following: 

The lecturer took a box, the sides of 
which were hold togother by screws, only 
tho hoads of them, of course, boing vis- 
ible to the human eyo, the other parts 
being inside the wood, In this box he 
laid a watch chain, and then exposed the 
whole to the cathode rays. ‘The ,photo- 
graph produced showed the chain, the 
whole length of all the scrows, and not a 
trace of the wood. Another photograph 
of a hand showed clearly a broken bone 
in one of the fingers. Very interesting 
also was the reproduction of 4 photograph 
of a large metal plate. It appeared that 
the plate had been broken in different 
places, then welded together, and so 
smoothed over that one saw nothing of 
the joints. The cathode rays brought 
the fracture to light quite distinctly. 
Would not these cathode rays be useful in 
looking for flaws in our armor plates ? 

The lecturer warned his audience 
against premature optimism, touching 
the practical employment of Professor 
Roenigen’s discovery, He nevertheless 
said that hopes were justified that it 
would bo brought to greater perfection 
before long. 

The cathode rays were put to practical 
use not long ago in a Kuropean hospital, 
and the resnits obtained demonstrated 
that they may yet become most valuable 
aids in modern surgery. ‘hore were two 
patients on whom operations were to be 
performed. The photographic plotures 
taken showed with the greatest clearness 
and precision the injuries caused by a re- 
volver shot in the left hand of a man, 
and the position of the small projectile, 
In the other caso, that of a girl, the post- 
tion and nature of a malformation in the 
left foot were ascertained, The experiments 
wore rogarded as affording a means of 
dotermining the exact spot where an opera- 
tion may be necessary. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that 
Professor Roonigen’s discovery 1s destined 
to take rank among the wonders of the 
ago, and place the Professor himself in 
the front rank of the benefactors of man- 
kind, ‘A few words about him, therefore, 
will not be out of place, 

Professor Roenigeu ts of Dutch birth, 
and his full name {sWilhelm Conrad Roen- 
igon. He studied in Zurich, where ho 
issued a monograph on the way to estab- 
lish the relations as to tho warmth that 
exists In atmospheric alr, When Profes- 
sor Kundt left Zurich for Wurzburg his 
favorite disciple, Roonigon, followed, and 
later again to Strasburg. University, 
where Kundtand Roenigen held the same 
position as professor and assistant. In 
1878 he taught at Strasburg; in 1875 he 
became professor of mathematics and 

physics in Wurtemberg at the Agrloultur- 
al Academy of Hohenhelm, But 1876 
saw him back in Strasburg at the Uni- 
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yorsity, and in 1879 he became professor 
and director of the University Institute 
for Physios at Gesson. 

Ho has beon at Wurzborg University 
sinco 1888, He has written yarlous 
works, such as @ mothod to fix tho iso- 
thermal surfaces of orystals, and on the 
use of the ico calorimeter to determine the 
intonsity of sunlight. ‘hen ho turned to 
electricity, and studied tho figures pro- 
ducod In dust by electrical discharges as 
Profossor Kundt showed them and the our- 
fous phenomena shown by cleotrioity pass- 
ing through various gases, ‘Tho absorp- 
tlon of ordinary hoat rays by steam and 
gasos genorally ocoupied him also, 

Many othor studios in physics may bo 
put to his account; a now anorold barom- 
eter to toll tho wolght of tho atmosphoro 
{s hia inyontion. In acoustios he studied 
tho sounds omitted when gases aro inter- 
mittontly lighted up. Hoe also published 
an oxpoaltion of the thoory and working 
of tho telophono,

Elevate Domestic Service ar 

Mid Susiness Life, 

Kdward W. Bok, in February Ladies’ 
Home Journal, considera editorially 
“When Work Kits Woman," a text under 
which he enters emphatic and vigorous 
protest ngainst tho mad rush of women 
to souk omployment in mercantilo and 
manufacturing ostablishmonts. Tho 
article ia evidently inspired by the recent 
public utterances of one of the largest 
employes of women in Pennsylvania, 
who, in raising his volco against this 
vil, asserts ‘that more wrong has been 
dono to thousands of girls who havo gono 
into our commercial houses than the 
world droams of,’ and urges young 
women who aro seeking positions, to en- 
gugo us domestics where they are safe from 
danger, whoro thoir surroundings would 
bo clovating and congenial, and in a fleld 
which greatly needs them. Mr. Bok om- 
phasizes these uttorances and goes farther, 
saying: “The fact cannot be disputed 
that no single factor in modern life is 
doing so much to degenerate our young 
Womanhood as this mad race on the part 
of girls, impelled by necessity or not, to 
go into the business world. ‘These may 
sound like strong words to the ears of 
some, but to those who are really cogniz- 
ant of the immensity of the evil results 
that are boing wrought, thoy will simply 
fit the case and not go beyond it, In al- 
togethor too many of our commercial and 
industrial ostalbishments, stores and 
factories, the men into whose hands is 
given the power to employ and control 
girls sro not fit, from a moral standpoint, 
to herd swino, And yet thousands of our 
young women are allowed to go from 
their homes to work under the influence 
of these men and in tho atmosphere yitiat- 
ed by them. And why? Simply because

the treadles,’’ is far from conyincing. 
The claim that ‘great power’ may be 
sooured will bs admitted by the average 
mind proyided thit the device be rolled 
down a yery steep hill, A casual glance 
gives tho impression of a man haying 
been captured by tho fabled hoop-snake, 
which is bearing him off to its Jair. 

The newest thing in cycling is repro- 
duced for the benelit of people who delight 
in tho study of abstruse questions in 
mechanics. Some one of them may 
figuro it out. 

Another new thing from England 
which will interest all wheelwomen is 
tho bantamette. It isa machine devised 
for women. It is 4 sister to the bantam. 
‘The bantam was built especially for mon 
who desired tomake on oasy mount. 
The seat of the bantam is low, allowing 
the mount to be madewith a sipgle 
thrust 6f the foot against the ground. 
On tho high seated wheels it is often 
necessary for unskilled riders to take a 
hop, skip and jump for a considerable 
distance before they are able to get the re- 
quired balance. 

Tho bantamette was planned for a 
similar reason, The new woman, of 
course, will haye nothing to do with ib, 
for sho spurns anything that suggosts 
weakness or unmanlines, But to that 
small remaining class of women who 
still cling to the old fashioned skirts and 
who dosire to arrange thom on the saddie 
and start off comfortably from tho 
ground without springing or straining tho 
body, the bantamette will be a great con 
venience, 

This new machine is so low that the 
rider may sit in the saddle and put both 
foet on tho ground at ono, ‘The effect of 
this is greatly to increaso the sonse of 
scourity, sothat back pedaling may be 
done on a steep grade easily without ro- 
sort to the brake, 

It will bo obseryed that tho upright 
forward bar is of unusual length. This 
is made necessary by tho small diameter 
of tho wheels, bringing the ovotch of the 
fork well towards the ground, 

The arrangement of the framo in tho 
roar is peculiar, Instead of the pair of 
parallel bars extending from the saddle 
diagonally to the axle of tho rear wheel 
thero is a single straight bar, ronching 
from the saddle toa hoavier bar which 
extends horizontally from the rear axlo

THE HORSE BICYCLE. 


The Hippocycle Enables Equines to Pash 
the Rubber Vires. 


The prediction made last summer by 
Prof, Alexander Grabam Bell, the in- 
yentor of the telephone, that a machine 
would be invented that would be to the 
horse what the bicycle is to the man, has 
attracted more than passing attention, 
and the problem of ao vehicle in which 
the horse shall be the motive power is 
not so far from solution as many others 
thut have yexed the scientific world for 
yoars, 

A correspondent of a leading English 
paper, Cycling, belioves that in the ‘‘hip- 
pooyclo,’’ of which he submits a working 
drawing, © great advance in this direc- 
tion has been mado. The machine is 
equipped with four 40-inch rubber-tired 
wheels, the two rear wheols being deiy- 
ers, the forward wheels steerers. The 
machine is so designed that the horse 
will propel himself and the vehicle, and 
thore will be two riders, who will do 
the steering and governing. 

‘he mothod of transmitting the pow- 
er from the horse is by a revolving end- 
loss platform built upon two chains 
supported by rollers, the construction 
being identical with that of the horse- 
power treadmills and with that in small 
flour mills and wood-sawing yards. 
Upon this platform the horso can walk 
or run as desired, being harnessed with 
collar and traces in the usual way, the 
tracos being hooked to the end of the 
machino. 

In moving the horse pulls at the 
traces, and as the platform recedes un- 
der his fect the machine advances. Mo- 
tion from the platform is communicated 
to a toothed and ratcheted drum on the 
driving axle over which the platform 
runs, and tho other ond of the platform 
oyer a free drum, 

When the first machine was built it 
was found by this arrangoment that it 
was propelled bacward, ‘To obviate this 
difficulty the platform was reyersed and 
the horse placod so that his head pointed 
in the opposite direction to that which 


it was desired to propel the machine; 
and no doubt this system will be contin- 
ued in machines not intended to reach a 
high rate of speed, 

But alittle study got ovor this difioulty 
and the perfected machine permits tho 
horse to be stationed in 8 normal position, 
so that his hoad polnts forward. This 
result is achieved by fitting the )lat- 
form bolow the driving axle, communi- 
cating Its motion by outside teeth on 
gaging in similar tooth on the driving 
axlo, as Is indicated in tho illustration, 

‘The gearing of the platform with tho 
uxle, asin the bieyole, determines tho 
speod of the machine, But wherons in 
the bloycle a two-speed gear is not a ne- 
cossity, in the hippocyclo it ls indispon- 
sable. 

When tho oyclish nowadays encounters 
i hill that is too formidable, ho dis- 
mounts ond pushes his machine, To un- 
harooss the horse in like mannor and at 
tach him to the front of the machine

Ing the Siberian desert was destroyed 
by wolves, whom hunger and the awful 
cold had driven from the forests out 
upon the plain along the great caravan 
road which traverses Siberia from east 
to west. 


The details of the tragedy can only 
be surmised, for there is no one left 
alive to tell the tale. It is known that 
there were a score or so of travellers 
and traders in the party, divided among 
SIX or seven sledges. There were in 
the baggage of each sledge several 
axes, and a few of the party carried 
rifles, but as it is extremely rare for 
Wolves to attack so large a body of 
men, no thought of such a danger 
ever entered their minds. | 

Travelling in Siberia during the long 
polar winter is at. best fraught with 
risk, for the statious where horses may 
be procured are many versts apart, 
and there is the ever present danger of 
wandering from the road in the fierce 
storms that come down without warn- 
ing from the north. A thick crust of 
snow covers the ground, giving it the 
appearance of a limitless white sea, 
The pale sun shows itself but a few 
hours during the short winter day,but 
at night the vast expanse of white- 
ness is lit by a moon of cold and bril- 
liant splendor, and at times the snow 
grows yellow or blood red with the 
flames of the aurora borealis. The cold 
is always intense, and the earth seems 
like a vast block of ice. 

THE CARAVAN 

which was to be so tragically wiped out 
of existence appears to have travelled 
westward many days and nights from 
Irkutsk before it met its fate. It is 
supposed that the party was attacked 
at nizht, when all but the drivers were 
tslesp, and that they were benumbed 
by the piercing cold as they sped 
over the snow. The sky was overcast, 
yet tnere must have been light enouen 
to have perceived, far away along the 
track which the ae made, a dark 
mass drawing rapidly near, moving 
with the silent swiftness of a shadow 
across the snow. 

As it drew nearer the driver of the 
rearmost sledge might have heard above 
the tinkling of his sleighbells the hoarse 
panting of the many wolves which 
were in pursuit. The next moment, and 
a score’ of black, shadowy forms were 
springing at the horses’ throats and 
overwhelming the sledges like an ava- 
lanche. = 

One after the other, each sledge was 
attacked, and it was hardly a moment 
after the first horse went down before 
the blood of the last was being lapp d 
by myriads of ea wolves. ‘The 
men fought for their lives with guns 
and axes, but the onslaught was so 
fierce and sudden that they were un- 
prepared, and they, too, were soon born 
down by the irresistible rush of the 
countless savage beasts. Could the 
travellers have united, there might have 
been some hope, but, attacked as they 
were, without warning, the battle was 
lost from the beginning. , 

And soon the vast cold silence was 
unbroken saye by the angry growls 0 
the wolves as they disputed with each 
other for morsels of human flesh. When 
the misty sun rose next morning it 
looked down upon the renee | bones 
of men and horses half buried in the 
trampled, bloodstained snow. 

Three days later another party of 
travellers passing over the same route 
came upon the mute evidence of

Scattered about were broken sled és, 
the skeletons of men and horses picked 
clean of every vesuge of flesh, and 
the bones of more than fifty wolves 
which had fallen beneath the axes of 
the ill-fated travellers before Wien 
themselves had been crushed beneat 
the tawny, noisome weight of wild 
beasts and torn to pieces, 

Even the clothing of the travellers 
was literally torn to shreds, and the 
identity of Lut one of them has been 
only imperfectly established, From some 
scraps of paper which were gathered up 
it appears that one of the party was a 
French engineer named Lodier or Vo- 
dier, He seems to have been aresident 
of Paris and to have been travelling on 
some mission of importance, for most of 
the fragments of documents which ap- 
parently had belonged to him were 
written in cipher, 

The Siberian wolf, so travellers say, 
surpasses in size its European relative. 
In the far north its coat is white, but 
it gradually changes to gray or brown 
in more southern latitudes, 

These animals usually wander about 
in packs, and their habits are similar 
to those of the European species, Hun- 
wer makes them aggressive and induces 
them to attack other animals, bul man 
is their last resort, 

In Siberia, where cattle are never 
locked up in sheds, but left out day and 
night in open pens, wolves can always 
secure a zood meal of an ox, a sheep 
or a horse, and have no need to en- 
counter the danger of attacking a hu- 
man being In the small provinces 
where there is no such easy means of 
satisfying their hunger, they are much 
more ferocious and dangerous to trav- 
ellers.

THE U. S. WEATHER BUREAU PRE- 
PARING FOR ATMOSPHERIC 
OBSERVATIONS, 


Kites That Will Ascend and Carry Instru- 


wonts Two Miles=-Varled Uses of These 


Aorial Toys of the Weather Man, 


Weather Bureau for studying the almost 
unknown regions of the upper alr, This 
isan entirely now fleld of exploration, 
and tho solontific experts of the Govern- 
mont propose to invade it and reoord ob- 
servations with instruments of precision, 
The facts thus gathered are oxpocted to 
simplify tho business of making wonsther 
foreoasts and to rendor tho latter much 
more acourate than heretofore. Much 
may be accomplished eventually in this 
way by ascents In balloons, but, ponding 
hoped-for improyements in such flying 
apparatus, kites aro to be employed, 

Experiments are now being made with 
a species of kite which would astonish the 
best-informed small boy, Nobody wun- 
acquainted with the higher prinoiples of 
aerostation would imagine that such o 
thing could possibly fly. It looks moro 
like a serie: of dry goods boxes strung to- 
gother than like a kite, The boxes, how- 

ever, aro of silk, and they have no tops or 
bottoms. A string of flve of them weighs 
25 ounces, the framowork being of very 
light sticks of wood, But you ought to 
seo the machine go up. It doesn’t fly 
like an ordinary kite; it goes up into the 
air with a rush and soars far aloft like a 
hovering bird almost without perceptible 
motion, 

The inventor of this strange flying 
machine is Mr, S. A. Potter of the 
Weather Bureau's staff, Yesterday he in- 
yited your correspondent to go out to his 
country place near Washington and seo 
his kites go up, There were a number of 
thom, all constructed on the same prin- 
clple, but haying o varying number of 
boxes or ‘‘oells,’’ as they are termed, The 
most serviceable pattern thus far seems to 
bo that which consists of only two boxes, 
Stood on end, it is 849 feot high, and its 
weight is exactly 18 ounces. It has 1 
square fect of silk or muslin, the idea 
being that the welght shall not exceed ono 
ounce for cach square foot of lifting sur- 
face, Muslin is used for every-day experl- 
monts, but silk ts lighter, and therefore 
better, 

On, tho crest of a hill was a hugo reel, 
wound like a spool with 2,000 feot of 
strong cord. The ree! was bolted to a 
table, the logs of the lattor being driven 
deep into the ground and otherwise seour- 
ed, This arrangomoent was necessary be- 
cause of the tremendous pull of the kites, 
whioh otherwise would run away with 
tho table, reel andall.

Out ran tha com from the 
rool, and up and up soared the kite into 
the blue ompyrean, whore it hung almost 
motionless ata height of 800 feet, perhaps. 

“Tho wind is light to-day,"’ said Pot- 
ter, ‘‘With a good breeze I have sent my 
kites as high as 2,000 foot, We aro only 
at the beginning of our exporiments, and 
wo shall do ever so much botter before 
long. In the first place, this cord is yory 
heavy, and a few hundred feet of it wolgh 
am good deal, so as to pull down the kite. 
At the Weather Burean we are gotting 
ready a lot of very fine, but strong, steol 
wire, and that is to bo snbstitutod for tho 
cord, It will weigh not nearly as much, 
and will be better for the purpose alto- 
gether, With this Improvement in the 
apparatus I expect to be ablo to raise 
kites to an altitude of at least a milo, 
When we can do that we shail bo in a 
position to ascortain important facta about 
the upper rogions of the atmosphare. 
Kyvontually we hope to attain an eleyation 
of two miles or more, 

“Tt is of the utmost importance that 
the kito shall hangin tho air as nearly 
without motion as possible, because it is 
intended to carry various solf-rogistering 
instruments, Under such circumstances 
it would not do to have the machine 
diving and plunging about. One of the 
instruments which we propose to uso is 
for determining tomporature in the 
upper levels of thonir, It welghs about 
two pounds, being made chiefly of atn- 
minum, and contains clockwork mochan- 
jam, by means of which a thormometer 
ro 1 is inscribed on am sheot of white 
pe . Other apparatus ia now being 
devised by Prof, Marvin, of the Weathor 
3urenu, for automatically registering 
wind yolocity, liumidity and baromotrio 
prossuro—tho Inat being & measure of 
height, of course. Perhaps also we shall 
mako note of the amount of olovtricity 
presontin the atmosphere at cifforent 
lovols. 

“Knowledge of all these conditions has 


to be found in acquaintance with the con- 
ditions of the upperair.

Tho strain on the 
cord had becomo by this time vory con- 
siderable and Mr, Potter explained that 
in a high wind it was the hardest kind of 
work to fetoh a flock of his birds to earth 
again, the pull being sometimes 40 
poands or moro, In asevere galo it might 
run up to 50 pounds, with half a dozon 
kites thus strung in tandem fashion, 

“*You seo,’’ said Mr, Potter, “by ar- 
ranging them inthis way we can get any 
amount of lifting power that wo want, 
and heavy instruments may bo carried to 
n grent height. In order to make simul- 
taneous observations at different levels, 
wo haye only to arrange the supplement- 
ary kites along the main cord at doter- 
mined intervals, We know just how much 
wire has run off the reel, and by taking 
into account the angle of the wire to the 
earth's surfaco and making allowance 
for the slack, we can calculate pretty 
closely the elevation of each kite. A 
two-ooll kite ina fair breeze will lift throe 
pounds; in a galo it will carry elght 
pounds,"’ 

“What is the cause of that peculiar 
purring nolse which the kites mako all 
the timo?’’ asked your correspondent. 

‘It is the vibration of the muslin.due 
to the wind,” replied Mr. Potter. ‘I 
could show you something more interest- 
ing than that if we were using wire in- 
atoad of cord, I have flown my kites ro- 
peatedly with wire, and always an clectric 
current along the wire bas been notice- 
able. Somutimes it is vory slight, while 
at othor times it has been so strong as to 
give severe shocks and send out sparks 
half an inch in length, ‘To ayoid the 
shocks, I haye been obliged repeatedly to 
ground the wire by hanging another picce 
of wire over it. ‘This electrical action is 
due to difference in the amounts of elec- 
tricity present at various atmospherlo 
levels. {tis very odd, by the way, to 
notice the way in which crows behave 
with regard to the kites. Close by hero 
in the neighborhood of the National 
Cemetery, at Arlington, Is ono of the 
greatest orow roosts in the country, and 
often the birds fly around the kites in 
flocks, squawking and exhibiting every 
symptom of curlosity.’’ 

Thongh tho new kite is Mr. Potter's 
own invention, the idea from which it is 
derived was original with an Australian 
experimenter named Hargrave, The 
Hargrave kite, however, is heavy and yery 
difficult to start a-flying. Like the Potter, 
kite, it consists in its simplest form of two 
boxes, topless and bottomless, joined to- 
gether by a framo of wood. But the boxes 
are rectangular, whoreas those of Mr. Pot- 
-ter's kito are diamond-shaped, By this 
modification of form Mr. Potter is enabled 
to make his frame ever so much light- 
er,so that the whole affair weighs scarcely 
more than 6 pound. Any boy can make 
auch a kite and fly it far more easily than 
one of the ordinary sort, It flies itself, 
ono might say, requiring only to be tossed 
into the alr when there is a fair breeze 
blowing. The Potter kite has several 
times the liting power of the common 
kite, possessing four plane surfaces instead 
of one. 

Tho solentitic kite, like man in his de- 
scont from tho apes, has lost its tall. 
Bofore the new Potter kite was invented 
the Woather Bureau experimented with 
Malay kites 5 feet high, of muslin. ‘The 
Malay kite is built on the same plan as 
fn ordinary boy’s kite, though somewhat 
simpler, haying only two sticks instead of 
thres, As many as a dozen kites of this 
kind were flown on one cord, tandem 
fashion, like the Potter kites, They were 
constructed on mathematical principles, 
and thus got along without tails; but 
they dived and plunged a great deal, and 
were by no means satisfactory for pur- 
poses of meteorological ‘obsertation. 
Recently experiments haye Soon made 
with sending up kites of the Potter type 
with cameras, by which photograpbs 
were taken from considerable elevations, 
A noticeable point about these photo- 
graphs was a peculiar distortion of the 
perspootive. 

By means of kite observation it Is in- 
tended to make a sort of profile map of 
the atmosphere, in which curves of tem- 
perature and barometer will be located 
for differont seasons of the year. Such 
data may bo yaluablo to.ongineers of 
flying machines when practically perfect- 
ed, just as charts aro useful to sailors, 
By means of thom It will be easy to de- 
termine what curronts of air are likely 
to be mot with at various hojghts. Ib 1s 
imagined that kito-flying on sclontific 
principles may be serviooable in fu ure

Miss Kingsley has always had a taste 
for travel and natural history and she 
turned to West Africa—first in 1893—as 
yielding, perhaps, the freshest fleld ayail- 
able, The history of her present absence 
from England covers a period of just 
upon a year, and of that time she spent 
more than tive months in the interior of 
the French Congo. It sounds simple 
enough, ‘five months in the interior,’’ 
but that means an undertaking which, 
from the point of ylew of physical endur- 
ance alone, might well tax strong men. 
Miss Kingsley is lithe, and as vigorous 
as you like, but perhaps her abiding salva- 
tion from fever and other ills of that ter- 
rible climate has been her buoyant and 
courageous spirits, She landedin Old 
Calabar, and carriod on some collecting 
work on tho Old Calabar river. This was 
interesting and valuable solentifically, 
but hardly so exciting as her subsequent 
experiences in the Gamboon territory. Du 
Chaillu brought notable information of 
this slice of French Congo, which no sub- 
sequent traveler has been able to contra- 
dict, and, like him, Miss Kingsley made 
the acquaintance of the gorilla at home, 

Owing to the assistance given her by 
tho French, she went up the Ogowe river 
as far as N’Djole by a little French 
steamer which plies on it. Arrived at 
N’Djole sho got togothor a canoe’s vrew 
of natives and started further inland, and 
this trip proved singularly adventurous. 
The canoe and its occupants were upset a 
score of times, but somehow these risks 
were always passed through successfully. 
Miss Kingsley went nearly a hundred 
miles beyond N’Djole, and she made 
sketches of the Ogowe Rapids—a plotu- 
resque stretch of tumbled waters—and of 
other scenes through walch she passed, 
Then she camo back on the Ogowe to a 
place called Kangwe, and with six or 
seven natives set out for the Romboo 
River. Du Chaillu had turned to the 
right, going inland, from the Ogowo 
river towards Ashengoland; while she 
now turned to the left, or in a north- 
easterly direction.

THE REMEDIAL BILL INTRODUCED, 


Mr, Dickey introduced the Remedial bill, 
to Parliament Tuesday, making a short ex- 
planation of its provisions, Ina drafting the 
bill the Manitoba lagislation prior to 1890, 
he aaid, had been sollowed as closely as 
posstble. The bill established  syetem of 
separate schools and to make that workable 
a board of education was established for the 
Province of Manitoba, composed of the same 
number as the old Catholic Board of Educa- 
tion, and having control of the organization 
ofthese schools, The standard of Education 
in the new schools and the standard of the 
teachera were not identically the same but 
Were of the same standard ce in the public 
achoola of Manitoba. All Roman Catholice 
were to contribute to these echools, but ifa 
Roman Catholic prefers thot his children 
should attend the public echools, he can by 
uiving certain notices become a contributor 
to the publicachool, There were two kinds 
of inspectors to be appointed, one by the 
Komun Catholic Bosrd of Education and 
another by the government, the duty of the 
latter being to certify to the efficiency of the 
teaching, One of the troublesome questions 
was the question of text books. Thé Board 
of Educption is to have the choice of echool 
books tor the separate szhools, thia choice, 
however, being limited to booke whioh have 
been chosen for the public schools cf Mani- 
toba or the separate schools of Ontario. 

Mr. Dickoy said that the Catholics who 
did not dissent from this system sre to be 
allowed to tax themeclves for these separate 
schools and are made exempt from taxation 
for public schoola, Tho municipality was 
epjoined by the bill to collect the whole of 
the municipal tax over the whole of the 
Catholic proporty in thy municipality and 
distribute it for the support of the echools in 
the municipality, The subject of the legis- 
lative grant waa another one of very great 
difficulty, The sharing of the legisla 

il 


grant wae one of the rights which peoulis 
was adjudged to the minority by the Privy 
Connoil in Eogland and Canada. On the other 
hand, it waa felt that for this parliament to 
interfere directly with supply granted by 
the province would lead to enormous 
practical diffioulty, bosicdes boing of a highly 
offensive churactor to the local anthority. 
Tho government did not feel that this House 
had any constitutional authority to deal 
practically with that question, Whe difficulty 
wo far it was considered 
poonible of of solution by n declaration in 
the bill that the right to ehare in the 
legislative grant wae ono of the rights and 
privilegen of the minority in Manitobe, 
tuking it for granted that the province will, 
aftor the syatem is established, supply those 
funde to the separate echoole, The board of

Among the recognized variotios of poul 
try In the Amerionn Standard of Perfection 
is ono that is excuodingly rare, though 
very intorosting in apponrance, A few 
appear occasionally at Knglish oxhibi- 
tions, but Sultans do not g¢ » the ex 
hibitions held in this coun It is doubt 
ful if thoro aro any in the United Statos, 
although it js possible that there have 
beon somo recent importations, as the 
facilities for the introduction of fowls 
from abroad have so improved in recent 
yoars that one can scoure thom froin Eng. | 
Jand or Franco almost as cnsily and safely | 
as ho can from differont states in the 
Union, 

The Sultan is a smallish fowl, about 
tho sizo of the Polish, and, like tho latter, 
has a large crest. In general figure and 
conformation it bears quite a close re- 
semblance to tho Polish fowl, but it 
differs from the Polish in haying flye toes 
upon each foot, and in haying the blue 
shahks and toes heavily feathered. It bas 
beon called, for this last reason, the 
‘'Feathor-footed Polish.’’ It has a full 
beard, which is full about the throat and 
covers the face, reaching up to the crest 
and concealing the earlobes, The plum- 
ago throughout is snowy white. It does 
not require a very strong imagination

TAMING THE HEAD OF THE HERD, 


Muoh has boon anid and written ab ut 
Violousnoss in bulls, whioh, to n more or 
Jonas dogros, will hold good: but a gront 
deal of this peoullary bad trait in thoir 
charactors could bo ollininated, were the 
Proper moans resorted to, ‘Tho bull isn 
kegsrious animal; ho Ikea not to bo 
nlono, and one of the Broatost stimulants 
to ongonder o oranky, vicious nature in 
him js to keep him secluded, to isolate 
him from his world, so that he acoa none 
of hia kind and ra only the voice of bis 
ationdant My own oxporienco in the 
treatment of a tw ar-old ball, with 
soven-olghths Jorsey blood In him, and 
tho results obtained therofrom,mny be jn- 
torcsting o8 demonstrating same of tho 
moro docile traits in the animal's nature, 

During the winter months I kept the 
ball in a stable where tho young stock 
wore wintered, feeding him on the samo 
rations as the latter recelyed,and driving 
him out to wator along with his com- 
panions, He was always tractable, noyor 
fractious, and showed no disposition to 
soparato himsolf from them, As soon as 
tho cows were lot out to pasture he was 
allowed to go with thom wherever thoy 
Wont, except into tho yard where thoy 


to ploturo this fowl asa yery bandsome 
yarioty, and one that a real fancier of 
poultry should take pleasure in. A fancier 
likes to have as may properties as possible 
to breed for, and tho crost, the beard, the 
feathered shanks and toes, and the fifth 
toe, though of no practical value, would 
give him that profusion of qualities that 
is his special delight, The Sultans wero 
introduced into England by Mises Watts, 
and were sent to her by a friend from 
Constantinople in 1854, Tho name by 
which they were known in Turkey was 
Serai-Taeook, Serai being the name of the 
Sultan’s palace and Tacook meaning 
siinply fowl. The Snitan fowl, therefore, 
is pretty nearly a literal translation of 
the Turkish name, The Sultan fowl has 
tho reputation of being a very good layer 
of large, white eggs, a small eater, devoid 
of the incubating instinct, and an easy 
and pleasant fowl to manage, which are 
goo! characteristics, 

Great difficulty has been experienced in 
procuring fresh blood for this interesting 
yuriety, and, as a result, close inbreeding

has followed for many years. The fowl 
has gained a reputation for delicacy 
which is probably due to the years of in- 
breeding, But, with the light we have 
in these days, there need be no difficulty 
in restoring this breed to vigor, By 
mating a Sultan cock with Bearded 
White Polish hens, and Stiltan hens with 
a bearded White Polish cock, and then 
breeding the chickons back to pure 
Sultans, blood could be introduced that 
would remoye all danger of oxtermina- 
tion and all fear of extraordinary delicacy. 
Even a more radical course than this 
could be pursued. By using the White 
Cochin instead of the White Polish, and 
then by breeding back reduce the Cochin 
blood to one-eighth or ouve-sixteenth, this 
variety could be greatly strengthened 
and invigorated, and, what is really of 
importance, its size could be increased 
with no serious detriment to its charac- 
teristios. But many fear such radical 
moasures, and allow the breed to run out 
when the means of saying it are at hand. 

One good lesson that the experiment 
stations are teaching, though evidently 
making their crosses for other purposes, 
je that different varieties of fowls can be 
bred together and still retain many of 
their characteristics, They only need to 
carry tho experiments one or two stops 
farther to show how to resuscitate mori- 
bund breeds. Dog fanciers have been 
wisor in their day and generation in this 
respect than poultry fanolers, for they 
have had the courage to improve groy- 
hounds by crossing with the bulldog, and 
haye restored one or moro breeds, on the 
verge of extinction by bold crosses. And 
poultry fanciers can, if they will, pursue 
similar methods with success. ‘There is 
too much biindness in the worship of 


pure blood. Pure blood is a good thing, 
but a vigorous fowl, even though it havo 
the bar sinister in its pedigroc, better 


than a weakling of the purost blood, 
Strong blood, when the characteristics 
ave rendered certain, is better than weak 
blood, though tho lattor be pure, and a 
cross can be ferreted ont in the former by 
going back four generations In fact, 
when characteristics bocome certain, even 
though there hae boon n distant cross, for 
all practical purposes strong blood in 
poultry is pure blood, 


Live-Stock Notes, 


Use all reasonable care to keap tho 
poultry quartors cloany this 1s as Import- 
ant in winter as in summer, 

When tho snow provonts the fowls 
from going outside, tho floor of the house 
becomes filthy and the walls damp. Tho 
only romedy is to cleon froquently and 
keop the tloors well covered with litter, 
Damp walls require ventilation, and this 
must bo done by leaving ths «door and 
windows open, If the walls are linod 
with tarred paper on the inside they will 


become damp, and on cold nights show 
white frosting; hance, as wo statod bo 
fore, the paper should be on the outside, 
A stablo Iantorn huug up in the house 
ind # ventilator open at the highest point 
will dry the walls, but tho vontilator 
should bo closed whon thosun goos down, 
A lump of stone limo will absorb mots- 
ture, and greatly ald in keoping the house 
dry, Watering pans (which allow of ove 

poration of water), tho oxhalationa of 


tho fowls and the moisturoin the atmos- 
phoro, aro all sources of dampnoss which 
cannot woll bo ayolded when fowls aro 
confined,

wero milked. Attheend of three monthe, 
I installed him in one +f the corners of 
tho cow stable, where he was kept until 
it was time to bring the herd inside,when 
he was remoyed to another stable by him- 
self. During the period of his incarcera- 
tion in the cow stable, he was well looked 
after, kept scrupulously clean by being 
supplied daily with bedding material, fed 
and watered regularly. Here he was as 
“gentle as a lamb.’’ When leading the 
bull to and from water, Ihave at times 
done so by simply taking hold of his 
horn, and at no time did I employ any 
means other than the device shown in 
the accompanying illustration, which 
obviates the use of a halter, being more 
speedily adjusted and just as seoure, It 
consists of a piece of rope with a loop at 
one end, which is thrown over one horn, 
a half hitch being made around the other 
horn, thus firmly securing the rope, for 
the more the animal) pulls the tighter the 
rope is drawn. This same device was 
used in tying him in the cow stable, 
when the cows were outside, thus allow- 
ing him the fresdom of walking around 
to the ‘end of his tether,’’ he, of course, 
being fastened in the stanchions while 
the cows were being milked. ‘The state- 
ment has been adyanced that the bull 
should never be petted, as that course hasa 
tendency to lessen his virility. Be that as 
it may, this Jersey was petted and apnar- 
ently liked to be so, and no trouble was 
ever experienced in the lines indicated. I 
had a herd of thirty cows and its offspring 
in each case was always healthy and 
strong, and never did his efforts prove 
abortive. He knew his name, answering 
| to it whenever called, and he would come 
to eat salt, a potato, ora little silage out 
of my hand. It may be that this Jersey 
was an exception to the average bull, but 
I think the care and kind treatment he 
roceived was what made him so gentle 
and docilo,—Alex. Wallace, New York. 


Burying Boulders. 


Where there are but few boulders and 
these not more than threo or four feet in 
diameter, the quickest way to dispose of 
them is by buryingthem., ‘To render 
this operation safe, the plan shown in the 
sketch may he adopted. First determine 
the underground dimensions of the stone 
by forcing a crowbar down close to if, 
upon all sides. Frequently there is a pro- 
jection at one side; this should be ascer- 
tained. Then excavate a trench, for a 
heavy stick or fence post, two feet longer 
than the stone is wide, With the sup- 
porting timber in place a proper excaya- 
tion may be made and the stone under- 
mined to half its width at least. There 
will be no danger of its falling as long as 
the ends of the stick are firmly embedded 
in the banks as they should be. When 
the hole is of the proper depth to sink 
the boulder below the plow line the stick 
is removed by prying up one end, Oftsn 
eyen then the stone will not move unless 
pressure is spplied at tho other side. This 
manner of disposing of boulders is often 


cheaper than by blasting. In the case of 
extra large ones a blast may be applied to 
break them in two or three pieces, and 
these buried in holes upon the sides tow- 
ard which they lean. In every neighbor- 
hood there are usually men who will take 
the contract to bury a certain number 
of bouldars for a specitiod amount, and 
that Js a very good way to have the work 
performed, unless you do it yourself or 
have men in your employ attend to it at 
loisure times.

THE MANAGEMENT OF HEIFERS, 


Probably ono of the most common and 
expensive blunders made on tho farm is 
in tho management of tho helfer. Many 
woll bred cows turn out to bo voritable

Itis nothing more than a 
common syringe or pop-gun, Placing — 
the tube between the first and second — 
fingera of my left hand, I introduce it 
thus into the calf’s mouth. After the — 
second lesson the calf will allow himself 
to be controlled, for he soon learns that the 
dinner stops when he pulls back, and will 
come to you ashe wouldtoacow. Haying 
accomplished this you can place his lips 
where you like. TI finish my lesson with 
the milk tnbe in the bottom of a wooden 
pail and there ho naturally looks for his 
dioner after tho sixth lesson or at threo 
days old. Inthe first lesson I prevent 
| tho loss of milk by using a two-quart 
pail with the snotion of the syringe rest- 
inginit. This is easy to carry on the 
finger while the bulb of the syringe is 
being manipulated with the right hand. — 
Itake the calf from the cow after he has 
had his first meal, thinking it best to let 
Nature supply the first medicine and 
teach the animal what the tongue is for. 
I have never losta calf and never had ~ 
but one sick one. This I cured with — 
sweet-oil and milk punches, together ‘ 
with massage treatment twice a day.

The Care of Cows. 


G P. Goolrich has said that hundreds 
of cows are destroyed every year in his 
county by haying their teats stepped 
upon by cows beside them, whichis a 
strong argument for having a partition — 
between the cows in the barns. Mr. 
Woodward, in a recent article, referred to — 
his cow stalls as having a partition ba- 
tween every cow. It seems to me no 
more important topic has been referred 
to. I have been milking and caring for 
cows since I was old enough to squeeze 
the milk out of an easy oldcow. My 
father ran an all-year-round dairy for 
many years of from fifty to sixty. cows, 
carrying bis milk nine miles every 
morning to the cars, which took it to New 
York city. I was a good milker before I 
was in my teens. Clean milkers, clean 
cows and clean stables and the milk 
properly eared for were requisites for the | 
milk to get to Now York city in first- — 
class shape.

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CURRENT NOTES. 


The lesson of a calamity involving the 


sacrifice of life for duty’ ake, is mani 
fost and important It omphasizes the 
fact that there are certain kinds of 
public service in which men are cn 
stantly exposed to serious danger, and 
that these men neyer flinch, but go 
bravely forward even when going moan 
death. The firemen of large cities are 
required to face peril in various forms 
to take risks against which there can 


be no protection, to put aside all consid 
erations of personal safoty in the larger 
interest of the community. It is with 
them as it is with soldiers The obliga- 
tion of obedience to orders is ab olute 
and imperative. here is no opportun 
ity of choice, no time for preparation 
The conditions correspond to those of a 
battle, in which a minute’s delay may 
mean defeat, and a thought of self may 
imply dishonor. We are apt to over look 
this aspect of the firemen’s employment 
until it is suddenly thrust upon us in 
the shape of the crushed and blackened 


remains of those who haye perished in 
the line of duty. Then we begin to re- 
alize what it signifies to be a fire- 
fighter, and to take the chances that 
are inseparable from that sort of ser- 
vice; then we begin to understand 
that there are unwritten heroes among 
us, and that the art of dying nobly has 
not gone out of fashion. 

It is the same in a degree with the 
policemen who are the guardians of a 
city’s peace and its principal protection 
against infesting evil-doers of every de- 
scription. We are accustomed to look 
upon the burly officer in his many-but- 
toned uniform with indifference, but his 
life is one of numerous dangers, never- 
theless, and hisduty frequently takes 
him where he must be a hero. It is the 
same with the electric linemen who 
clamber among the multiplicity of 
deathcharged wires that are to be kept 
in order for the public convenience. 
‘heir work attracts little notice, but 
its risks are wrave and imminent, and 
fatalities often ensue. It is the same 
with railroad engineers and firemen, 
whose trains are always subject to 
perilous circumstances, and who must 
not desert their posts whatever befalls 
them. In case of h wreck, the men on 
the engine go down with it, as Sailors do 
with a sinking ship. Life is as dear to 
these men as it is to any of the rest 
of us, but they give it up at the com- 
mand of duty as a thing not worth 
keeping at the expense of broken faith 
and forfeited manliness. They do not 
consider themselves heroes in any sense; 
but that is what they are all the same, 
and the public owes them recognition 
as such, the more because of their char- 
acteristic modesty in that respect. 


There is more capacity for heroism in 
all the walks of life than we are apt to 
think. The modern doctrines of utilit- 
arianism have not steeped the worldin 
selfishness and obliterated the higher 
motives of human action. It is not true, 
as the cynics would have us believe, 
that the grand old yirtue of readiness 
to do the right thing in scorn of per- 
sonal consequences has been superseded 
by cowardly evasion of such responsibil- 
ities, Whenever and wherever a deed 
of that kind needs to be performed, a 
man steps out to perform it, though 
it may cost him his life. The number 
of men who are thus equal to occasions 
that call for the best of service is far 
larger than the number of those who 
are otherwise constituted. It is be- 
cause this spirit is seen only when dra- 
matized for us in a striking way that 
we acquire the habit of regarding it 
as a scarcity, when the fact is that 
there is an abundance of it, and that 
it manifests itself to the full extent of 
every opportunity that is presented, 
publicly or privately. The inspiration 
of duty is really the ruling force of so- 
ciety, in spite of all that is said about 
the lowering of impulses and tenden- 
cies; and there is no reason to suppose 
that heroism has declined as civilization 
has advanced. 


Sure Weed Killer. 

The latest method of killing weeds is 
by electricity. Prof. Woodwort h, of 
Michigan Agricultural College, has been 
making experiments which show that 
the new method is both cheap and effec- 
tive. A wheelbarrow or wagon is load- 
ed with storage batteries from which 
long Wires trail along the ground. The 
wagon is then taken over the land to 
be cleared and wherever the wires touch 
a weed it is instantly killed clean down 
to the roots. The professor claims that 
electricity is preferable to almost 
thing else for destroying the dr 


Russian and Canada thistles. hese 
hardy pests resist most weed-killinz 


compounds, because the roots are not 
destroyed and the plants spring up again 
with renewed vigor. The electric cur- 
rent, however, runs down to the low- 
est root and destroys it. A drawback 
to the scheme is the initial cost of the 
batteries and apparatus, but in the 
long run it pays for itself,

GETUING RID OF FLEAS.

Here 
they ent.r the water still carrying the moses 
io their mouths, and, goiog backward, be- 
ginning from the end of their tuila, they 
advance by slow degrece till the whole body, 
with the exception of the mouth, is entirely 
immersed. The fleas, during this proceed- 
ing, have rusned in rapid haste to ihe dry 
parts and finally to the moss, aud the fox. 
when he has, according to hie calculation, 
allowed sufficient time for all the fleas to 
tuke theic depsrture, quietly opens his 
mouth. ‘The moss floate off down the etream 
with its burden of fleas, and when it is out 
of jun:ping reach the fox finds its way to the 
bauk much relieved.

three years was—1892 3, $297,644; 1893.4, 
$289,821; 18945 $277.478. The total 


collections on account of licenses and finer, 
including the sums impoacd by muoivipal 
hy-lawe, was 18923, $664,169; 1893-4, 
$649,173; 18945, $623,717. Commitments 
for drankenness during 1895 were thirty- 
seven less than in 1894, The record for 
eagh period of five yeare, from 1896 is as 
follows: 1876, to 1880, 3 812; 1881 to 1885, 
4,016; 1886 to 1890, 4,311; 1891 to 1895, 
2,703.

TOBACCO AND EDUCATION. 


Recent Action of Two Universities Against 
the Use of Tobacco In College, 

If the action of the authorities of two 
univerities is an indication then a war is 
to be begun by the higher oductional in- 
stitutions upon the use of tobacco in col- 
loge, The Boston University has recent- 
ly made the rule that those students who 
are unwilling to give up the use of tobac- 
co while in the University building may 
withdraw and their tuition fees will be 
returned. The step taken by tho North- 
western University while not so decisive 
is nevertheless understood to mean that 
the use of tobaveo will be discountonanced 
ed in that institution, Statements have 
been handed around among the students 
asking them to give their opinion of the 
results of the use of tobacco in their own 
case, and to say whether they are willing 
to pledge themseleys against its use in 
future. 

If statistics gathered at loading colleges 
have any weight it will have to be admit- 
ed that the free use of tobacco has an In- 
jurious effect upon the health of students, 
The best known and most thorough tests to 
determina this question were made at 
Yalo and Amberst, whioh institutions 
can be takon as fairly ropresenting the 
largor and the smallor coileges, In 1891 
tho physician at Yalo published the ro- 
sults of his observations on ths use of to- 
bacco among undergraduates, In a 
class of ,147 students he found that in 
four years the 77 who never used tobacco 
Surpassod tho 70 who did uso it 10.4 
per cent, in gain in weight, 24 per cent, 
in increase of height and 26.7 per cont. 
in growth of chest girth. But the most 
marked difference was in the gain in lung 
capacity, the non-users recording a gain 
of 77.5 por cont. greater than the habitu- 
al chawera or smokers. 

‘This is & romprkablo showing, but it is 
surpassed by an investigation made 
among the undergraduates at Ambherst, 
It was found that during the four years 
of @ college students life at that school 
the non-users “of toabeco gained 24 per 
cent, more in welght, 87 per cent. more 
in height and 42 per cent, more inchos 
girth than. the tobacco users, while tho 
increase in the lung capacity of the for- 
mer was 75 per cent, greater than in tho 
lattor. This larger rolative increase 
among the non-users of tobacco at Am- 
herst than at Yale is accounted for by 
the fact that tho average age of the 
students at tho former achool is lowor than 
at the latter school, and hence they are 
moro susceptiblo to any cause which 
affects them injurlously. If similar in- 
vestigations were made at other colleges 
much the same situation would doubtlosa 
be found to exist among the users and 
non-users of tobacco as was discovered at 
Yalo and Amhorst, 

But the physical effects are not the only 
bad results of tobacco using. It harms 
the intellectual faculties also, According 
to Prof. Fisk, of tho Northwostern Uni- 
versity, when a college class at Yalo had 
been divided into four sections according 
to scholarship {t was discovered that the 
Highest section was composed almost on- 
' Urely of non-smokers and the lowest sec- 
tion almost entirely of smokers, Such 
demonstrations of the mental and physi- 
cal rosults of the use of tobacco by college 
undergraduates, says tho Philadelphia 
Press, justify the effort being made by 
some college authorities to check its use. 
But startling os tho results of the in- 
Yostigation among young men at college 
aro, it is probable that an investigation 
4 to the effects of smoking on the health 
of young school Jada would be much more 
Startling. Tho newspapers record now 
and then the death or insanity of somo 
boy from tho uso of cigarottes. But no 
fecount is taken ofthe stunting of the 

minds and bodies of tho groat mass of 
Pitie lads from the same causo, 


There are plonty of laws on tho statute 
jooks intended to cheok the use of olgar- 
tos among tho young, but in the main 

®Y ore inoperative, And you lt is at 
this period that the reform must begin, 
It would probably be found that in the 
great majority of cases tho student who 
smokes nequired the habit before he en- 


tered tho college, It is rarely formed 
later. If parents and public school su- 
thoritios would do their duty the moat

The Causes of Death in Pneumonia. 


Dr. Bollinger maintains that cronpous 
pneumonia is a typical local infectious 
disease, pursuing in the majority of cases 
@ vory regualr course. Itis not danger- 
ous on account of the duration or the in- 
tensity of the fever. The impairment of 
the function of the lung is likewise in- 
sufficient to explain death. The cdema 
60 frequently found in the parts of the 
lung spared by the diseasy is not the re- 
sult of passively tnoreasing collateral 
hyperemia, but of cardiac failure. The 
collapse symptoms in croupons pnon- 
monia and the fatal weakening of the 
heart are dependent on oligsemia, which 
leads to impaired nutrition of the cardiac 
musclo, already woakened by the fever 
and the extra demands upon it. Anmwmina 
of tho brain may cause disturbances of 
innervation of the heart, and this may ba 
an ndditional factor. The exudate into 
the lung tissue may be likened to a 
yeneseotion produced by the pneumococ- 
ens, which in a few days deprives the 
blood of a large quantity of important 
constituents. The reason why death takes 
place so early, and usually in the same 
étage of tho diseaso, from the sixth to 
the elghth day (corresponding to tho tran- 
sition from red to gray hepatization), is 
probably because the exudate has to at- 
tain n certain acme boforo life is imporil- 
led. If these facts aro applied to thorapeu- 
sis, it follows that, in addition to the 
usual treatment of pneumonia, eyory 
effort should be made to combat the 
oligesmia, Large qnantities of fluids 
should be supplied to the system thaugh 
every available channel, even in the form 
of salino infusions. ‘This should be 
done at an early period, before collupse 
symptoms have manifested themselves, —

Sound Teeth for Mail Clerks. 


Most of the postal olerks in the smaller 
offices in Enyland are women. Candi- 
dates must passan examination, One 
of the regulations, according to a Paris 
paper, is that no one shall be employed 
who has not absolutely sound tecth, no 
matter how fit in other ways for tho post. 

The reason for this regulation 4s 
shrouded in mystery. ‘To comply with 
this rule an English woman tho other 
day exhfbited strange heroism, Haying 
passed tho othor tests, the dentist report- 
ed ugainst the condition of her teoth, his 
affidavit stating that two of her molars 
Were quite hollow and that twelve othors 
Weye in various stages of decay.

OBITUARY.

A TROY CATASTROPHE 


At Troy, N. Y., on Feb. 17, fire started 
in J Stetheimer & Co’s shirt waist factory 
and Van Sant and Jacob's collar factory at 
5:30 o’clock this afternoon. There were 
three hundred girls at work in the shop and 
in Van Sant & Jacob's collar factory, which 
in in the same building, The flames spread 
80 rapidly that the narrow stairway, which 
Was the only exit outside of the fire escapes 
io the rear, was almost immediately cut off, 
and during the panic which followed five 
girls jumped from the windows, three of 
them jumped to their death, and many

EDISON SEEKING TO SOLVE MYS8- 
TERIES OF THE NEW LIGHT, 


For Seventy Hours He and His Men La- 


bored Without Sleep or Rest-Incalculable 


Discovery to Surgery and 


Whon Thomas A, Edison and his chief 
assistants, including his son, left the 
wizard’s laboratory, ot West Orange, ot 
7 p.m, Saturday, they had been working 
for seyonty hours continuously—that is, 
from 9 om. Thuraday. During that 
time experiments relative to the Roentgen 
X rays had beon conducted without in- 
terruption night and day, not even the 
snatching of a lurch by tho investigators 
at irregular intorvala interfering with 
the almost feverish search for hidden 
troths. Mrs, Edison, seoking to break 
the charm, telephoned her husband saver- 
ol times from their home in Lewollyn 
Park, across the way and within ghout- 
ing distance of the laboratory, that she 
was’ coming In the carriage to take the 
inventor driving, but the answer was al- 
ways: ‘‘No, no! I can’t go now,” and on 
the strong-limbed, big-brained und un- 
pretentious investigator worked. 

“I’m going to give the boysa rest to- 
night and to-morrow,’’ he said. “They 
have been hard pushed. Not a wink of 
sleep since we begun,” 

Notwithstanding the long ordeal, the 
inventor and his helpera appeared perfect-

ly fresh in the subdued light of the labor- 
atory, and nll said they felt very well. 
No doubt, however, they would haye 
shown quite haggard in the sunlight, 

“IT have confined my work to-day to 
testing a dozen yacuum bulbs made last 
night. ‘The history of each as to vacunm 
was noted down as they were sealed off 
the pumps after exhaustion. Now I am 
making shadowgraphs with them, using 
always tho same objects from which to 
get the images. They ara theso strips, 
one each of steel, zinc, aluminium, lead, 
hard rubber and celluloid. I know what 
they are, and they make good subjects. 
I give them a uniform exposure of forty 
minutes before each bulb, and the nega- 
tives when developed will tell which bulb 
has given the best results. Knowing by 
my notes the vacuum of that particular 
bulb or tubs, I shall, of course, know 
how much of a vacuum is necessary for 
our purposes. This once established I 
will at once make 100 bulbs for the 
work ahead. I found that the first ques- 
tion to solve was that of the bulb; that 
there was no utility in going ahead with- 
out knowing the exact vacuum within 
which the rays can be produced most 
effectively. 

“Of course, [have met with trouble- 
some obstacles. Some of the bulbs lost 
vacuum in heing sealed after exhaustion. 
The escape of electricity from the bulb 
during exposure afiected my sensitive 
plates, andIam now placing this thin 
sheet of celluloid between the bulb and 
the plate to act asa barrier to induction. 
We will run the thing down finally, and 
the only thing to dois to pound away 
at it. 

‘Here is something queer that I do not 
understand now,’’ said the inventor, as 
he and the World representative stood in 
the dungeon-like darkness of the pump- 
ing-room, where the experiments are 
conducted—a darkness that was in nowise 
relieved by the steady, deep blue fluores- 
conce of a bnib that was making a pic- 
ture—the crackling flashes of tho electric 
current at the point where the necessary 
vibrations were produced, and the dull, 
bluish glow on the two wires running 
across the room oarrying the electric fluid 
to and from the bulb. 

“Feel this,’’ he continued, as he passed 
something into the hands of his visitor. 
It was an ordinary incandescent light 
bulb with two wires dangling from its 
sealed mouth. Then, taking the bulb 
the wizard placed it behind the slide, with- 
in whioh was the plate upon which the 
image was being produced. It was as 
though he sought to hido it behind the 
slide from the fluorescent bulb on the 
other side, The detached bulb in the in- 
yontor's hand took on o light, violet 
tinge, a ghost-like phosphorescence. The 
same effect was notived whon tho dotached 
bulb was hold in tho full glow of the 
bulb in vireuit, a foot or more distant 
from it, and also when the inyentor 
placed his round, fat hand between it 
and the legitimately fluorescent bulb. 

“That effevt is electrical, of course,’’ 
said Mr. Edison, ‘but just how it is pro- 
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ducod I don't know, It Js probably in- 
duction, I happened to bo idly handling 
this bulb whon it suddenly took on that 
tinge. It doesn’t amount to anything 
in value; it's only curious 

“I've thought of one thing to which 
these rays may perhaps bo applied in tho 
Hlold of medicine, It ia woll known that 
all light is purifying—an enomy to baoil- 
1. It ia highly probable that this now 
form of radianoe may prove highly steril- 
izing in its action upon water and sub- 
stances bofoulod with bactoria, If so, it 
should be deadly to poisonous animal- 
culao in the lungs, and {6 oan be made to 
roach and ponotrate those organs. ‘|

were thin alr. Asa matter of fact, steal 
otfers an «lmost absolute resistance to 
the rays. It has proved more impene- 
trablo than any of the other motals or 
substances, 

A worn and weary distrint messenger 
boy reached the Edison laboratory shortly — 
after dark yesterday. He had a note for _ 
Mr. Edison and had boon searching for 
that gentleman since 9am. Tha writer 
of the note had sent the boy to Mecio 
Park, but he found that Mr, Edison had | 
deserted his laboratory there for the one 
at West Orange eight or nine years be- 
fore, Afterwards he wandered aboot 
the country, The note inyited the inyent- 
or to the delectable experiment of photo- 
graphing a tumor. Just what for Mr, 
Kdison did not toll, but he grinned as he 
wrote the answer. As ho 1s very obliging, — 
‘tis thought to have read, “Bring on 
your turmor,’’ ~ 

Prof. Roentgen’s discovery is all that 
he claims for it. By it you can photo- 
graph the interior of living animale, 
metal, of a book, of a leather casa and o} 
countless other substances. In a few 
months, at the utmost, it will have been 
devoloped so far that every electrician, 
every photographer and every studentof — 
physics will be abic to make the experl- 
ments for himrelf. All that is necessary 
is the apparatus, and this is rapidly bein, 
siinplified. 

In most of the books on physics th 
haye been published within the past five 
years you will find a description of the 
following beautiful and mysterio 
phenomenon: “Take a glass tubs in 
which an almost perfect vacuum has been 
created. Into one end insort the negative 
and into the other the nositive pole of the 
battery. When the cnrrent is turned on 
there will emanate from the nogative pole 
@ strange light of greonish hue, delicate 
and subtle. These are cathode rays.’’

It is interesting to observe that glass is 
about as opaque to the Roontgen rays as 
stool, atfi this sooond exporimont on eyo- 
glasses in their caso was made to show 
this to bo tho case, The fact that glass is 
opaque to the rays {s very important, 

With some solentists the opinion pre- 
valls that glass ls necossary for the pro- 
duotion of these rays. If they cannot 
plorce glass at all thoy would have to be 
produced on tho outside of the Crookes 
tubo; if they can pleroo glass onco there 
is no obvious reason why thoy should not 
go through two layors of glass, This may, 
of course, bo oxplained by tho law of In- 
tonality with respoot to distance; that ta 
to say that In consequonoe of the weak- 
noss of the rays at any appreciable dis. 
tanco from the Crookes tubo they cannot 
pasa through glass a socond time,

THE FORESTERS’ BILL, 

The Banking and Commerce Committee of 
the Honse of Commons met for fursher con- 
sideration of the Foresters’ Bill. 
clauses left over were agreed to without 
much discussiov, and the bill was reported 
to ths House, Claus 4 brings the Society 
under a¢ction 39 of the Ineurance act aud 
authorizes insurance to the amountuf $5,000, 
A statement of the Society's affairs is to be 
snbmitted every year to the Superiutecdent 
of Insurance, who is given power to examine 
the Society’s booke, vouchers and securities, 
In addition to the “ordinary deposit, the 
ininiater of Finance, upon the report of the 
Superintendent of Insurance, approved by 
Treasury Soard, may from time to time re- 
quire « further deposit to be made by the 
Society or deposited with trustees, to be 
named by the Lreasurers Board bat the 
total deposits of the Society shell uot exceed 
$500,000, Italeo provided that every up- 
plication, policy and certificate isened or 
vised by the Society in Canada shall have 
printed thereon, in a conspicuous place, in 
ink of a color different from that of the iak 
used in the inetrument, and in good eized 
type the following words: “This Society ie 
not required by law to maintain the reeerve 
which 1s required of ordinary life insurance 
companies,” The words “assessment bye: 
tem’ shall be printed in large type at the 
head of every policy, and every application 
for the eame, and also in every circular and 
advertisement issued or used in Cadada in 
connection with the business of tho Society,” 
The Society is forbidden to assure anvuities 
or endowments and ia held eubject to any 
future legislation with reference to assess- 
mont companies, A clause was added by 
the Committee to the effect tac the liability 
of any member shail be limited to the assess— 
meats, dues, fees, capitation taxes and fioes, 
of which at the date he ceares to be a mem- 
ber, by withdrawal or otherwise, notice has 
been actually given by the Society, or which 
under its constitutional Jawa, have matured 
or become due, provided that no tnember or 
his beneficiary. shall be entitled to any 
pecuniary benetit of the Society during the 
time such member ia in default in respect of 
the payment of askesamont, dues, capitation 
fees, taxes, or fines,

The Rise in Camphor. 

There has lately been much speculative 
gossip concerning camphor, its source of 
supply, methods of production, etc. 
Much of this comment has arisen from 
the operations of a syndicate, said to haye 
its headquarters in London, which 1s re- 
puted to be preparing to corner the 
market, Refined camphor, refined 
quality, sold at 34c a pound a year ago, 
since which time it has brought 64c, Itis 
now quoted at 59c, the decline from the 
higher figure being attributed to the bear- 
ing of the market by the syndicate. Most 
of. the crude camphor of commerce is 
grown in Japan and Formosa. In olden 
times camphor was produced in Sumatra, 
Borneo and other parts of the Kast In- 
dies and China, but of late years they 
haye been no factor in production. 
Camphor trees are of the evergreen yari- 
ety, symmetrical in proportion, blossom- 
ing with white flowers and bearing red 
berries. They attain great age, some 
being 300 years old, and are of ponderous 
size, the largest measuring 15 feet in dlam- 
oter, The product of Farmosa is in- 
ferlor to that of Japan, which coupled 
with the fact that Formosa is inhabited 
largely by savages, and that the produo- 
tion of crude camphor there is attended 
with much danger, leayes Japan praoti- 
cally to supply the world. The annual ex- 
port of crude camphor from Japan ayor- 
ages about 5,000,000 pounds, Onoe-fourth 
of this comes to this country, and the re- 
mainder fs distributed over Nurope, The 
merchantable product must be refined 
before ready for consumption, And until 
two years ago it was exolusively treated 
in Amorican and European refinertos, 
Japan has now entered the refining 
market, and about a dozen small reflnor- 
ies have been established in that country.

GATHERING BUTTER, 


Oftontimos both the farmer's wife and 
professional dairymon oxperlonco  con- 
alderablo trouble in gathoring tho battor 
into a solld mass, ovon aftor it appoars in 
the churn in small granulos and floats 
about in tho buttermilk, Tho usual 
plan is to manipulate with the dash until 
tho butter can bo removed from tho 
ehurn in a moro or less compact form, 
Thué treated, it too often presents a 
P appearance, and by tho time tho 
Washing and the proper quantity of 
8s woll workod in, the granulos aro 
mostly brotren, and the result is that tho 
output {is marketed at alow prico. Very 
much of this trouble can be ayolded by a 
simplo process, easily understood, and 
within the reach of all, As soon as the 
butter appears and tho process of gathor- 
ing is about to take place, thon, for an 
olgut pound churning, pour gradually 
over tho floating butter in the churm two 
gallons of cold water, in which a teacup 


of fino salt has just been dissolved, Lot 
it stand for a momont, then manipulate 
with the dash as in the usual manner in 
comploting the churning, and the chances 
aro the butter will be well gathered but 
in unbroken granules. Tho reason ts that 
tho water containing tho salt increases 
tho density or spooiflo gravity of the bubt- 
termilk, causing tho granules to rise to 
the surface. It also hardens them, re- 
moving acertain substance or coating 
from thoir surfavo,allowing them to read- 
{ly unite undor presssure auch as is ob- 
tained by tho use of tho dash or revolving 
churn. Butter gathered by this process 
ie much firmer, better granulated, and 
consequently better flavored. The only 
objection to be offered is the addition of 
salt to the buttermilk; but for feeding 
purposes, if added to the swill or houso 
slops, no ill effects to the swine are ever 
observed. When fed to hogs at clover 
pasture, tho action of salt remoyes all 
danger from bloat by slmply increasing 
their desire for drink. 


Sel@Locking Cattle Fastener. 

Where the old-fashioned cattle stanch- 
ions are still in use, it will be found con- 
yonient to make use of somo such ar- 
rangement as is presented in our illustra- 
tion, Fig. 1. Such a device is botha 
convenience and a safeguard against the 
danger of an animal getting loose and in- 
juring others, as very often happens 
where a pip is used asa fastening. Ifa 
cord is connected with every stanchion in 
a row in the manner shown in the sketch, 
every animal in the row may be set fice 
in an instant should a fire make such a 
thing desirable.

The General Purpose Cow. 

Beef production and milk production 
in the same animal are often useful to 
the farmer, but should not be the aim of 
him who desires to recoive the greatest 
amount of proflt from the dairy. A first- 
class beef and milk and butter cow, com- 
bined in the one animal, is rarely, if over 
seen; either the beef tendonoy will pre- 
vail, or the dairy qualities, All animals 
require 50 much food for support, and the 
balance that they aro able to digest goes 
to keep up heat in the body and to the 
production of fat. ‘This fat will not be 
evenly distributed—half in the animal 
frame and half in the milk-pail. If the 
animal has been bred long in the line of 
beef production rather than milk and 
butter, the*greatest amount of this fat 
will go to beef, and the reverse, The 
first-olass dairy cow cannot be made very 
fat while in good flow of milk. She can- 
not digest enough rich food above the 
Amount required to maintain support to 
doposit a large amount of fat on her 
bones and maintain a heavy flow of milk 
at the same timo, The general purpose 
cow, then, is not a strict reality, though 
thero may be gawd milking strains of 
beef breeds, which aro useful where beof 
is the muin object,

Mr. Stringfellow's method of pruning 
is this: Hold tree, top down, and out 
back to about one inch, This out will 
face down when tree is set. Leave only 
from one to three feet of top. Let all shoots 
grow. when one foot in length, rub off all 
tbat are not needed for a symmetrical 
top, Mr. Stringfellow suggests that the 
stato experiment stations take up and 
test the matter. Plant some with mere 
stubs of roots, from one-half inch to 5, 
10, 15, and 20 inch lengths, to be taken 
up and examined each year, so as to 
demonstrate the fact that ‘“‘beyond the 
length of two or three inches the quan- 
ty and size of the new roots are invari- 
ably in an inyerse ratio to tho amount of 
old roots left on. Tho lorger the old 
roots are the weaker will se the new 
ones.’’—J. W., Atlanta, Ga. 


A Beautiful New Rose, 

Mrs. Pierpont Morgan, presented in the 
accompanying engraying,:is perhaps the 
most distinct rose of modern introduction, 
The fact that it is of American origin is 
worthy of special note, as hitherto al- 
most all of the best-known yarieties of 
this “Queen ot flowers’’ haye been of 
French origin, with more recently a few 
raised by oareful hybridizing in the 
nursories of one or two Hinglish growers. 
The rose, like tho chrysanthemum and 
other much-cultivated flowers, has a 
strong tendency to ‘‘sport’’; that Is to 
say, it is likely, for some unknown cause, 
to develop in one special bud some feature 
which has never before been seen in the 
variety. It may bo a new form of growth 
in some special part, or perhaps, and 
most commonly, a distinct coloring. It 
is to such a sport that we owe the posses- 
slon of the Mrs. Pierpont Morgan rose, 
Yhe parent of this varlety is the well- 
known and deservedly popular Madame 
Cusin, and its relationship is patont to 
anyone acquainted with both, but the 
new comer differs in several respects. Its 
color, a clear bright cerise with a trace of 
pale yellow at the base of each petal, is

more decided and heavier than that of 
Madamo Cusin;in gonoral growth groator

used only for secondary or inoidental 
offocts In landsoapo gardening, and never 
to construct tho body or main foaturos of 


the planting. Cheap treoa produce cheap 


effects. The Lombardy poplar may bo 
used to advantage now and then ina 
group of trees to add spirit and yigor: 


but it should rarely bo seon as an isolatod 
apocimen, ‘Tho yariotios of tho white 
poplar or abolo are, in general, oven lows 
dosirablo than tho Lombardy. As or- 
dinarily planted they are {mmodest and 
ugly troos, ospectally the whitest vartotios, 
and tholr use in farm yards, country 
comotorios and all smail places should bo 
discouraged. Poplars which should bo on- 
couraged for ornamental planting are the 
common cotton wood, the common wild 
aspen, the normal or orect form of the 
large-tootheod aspen, the  Certinensis 
poplar, Populus clogans of the nurseries, 
and the Kuropean aspon, Poplars of 
& particular yvaluo for shelter bolts and 
timber are the cortinonsis, cottonwood, 
balm of Gilead and possibly Populus 
simonil., Species of rather heavy and 
dark foliage and strong growth, and 
which may bo used for groups or masses, 
aro the balm of Gilead, nolesti, and prob- 
ably Populus sieboldi and P. simonil, 
Among the species and varieties which 
are interesting because of natural peocu- 
Harities, and which may be uesd for in- 
cidental effects or as singlo epecimens, are 
Populus angustifolla, various forms of 
the balsam poplar (especially the variety 
viminalis) and forms of the European 
black poplar. Weeping varieties are found 
in several species. ‘The best is probably 


the drooping form of Populus tromula, 
the Kuropean aspon, There are good 
wooping forms of tho large-toothed aspon 
(Populus grandidenta), but they are apt 
to be too stiff for the best effects ina 
drooping tree, There are yellow leaved 
or variegated forms of some specios, of 
which the best is the variety of the cot- 
tonwood known as Van Geert’s golden 
poplar, ‘lhe best single species of poplar 
for goneral planting in New York is 
probably the common cottonwood or 
Carolina poplar (Populus monilifera). 
The second choice is the new Russian 
species known as Populus certinensis. 


A Profitable Winter Apple. 


The York Imperial is an apple which 
camo into favor recently by reason of the 
demand for it in the Hnglish markets, 
whore it sells at a price close to that real- 
ized for the Newtown and Albemarle 
Pippins. Tho apple is believed to have had 
its origin in York county, Pa., from 
which locality it takes its name, Down- 
ing describes the apple as being a ‘‘sub- 
acid''—as a matter of fact, however, it is 
practically devoid of acid and would pass 
for a sweet atany time, The speclinon

from which the accompanying photo- 
graphic picture was made came from the 
New York experiment station at Geneva. 
and is doubtless genuine. 

We describe the apple as follows: Fruit 
medium, oblate oblique, yellowish, a 
light crimson over a good part of the 
apple, which is splashed with crimson of 
a deeper shade, Stalk very short, inserted 
in a narrow, deep cavity covered with a 
greonish russet. Calyx closed, in a deep, 
narrow and irregalar basin. Flesh yellow- 
ish, fine grained, firm, pleasant, sweet, 
or nearly so,and yery good. ‘The oblique- 
ness of this apple is its most marked 
characteristic, In almost every speci- 
men, a perpendicular line from the calyx 
would fall far outside the stem. It is 
an exquisitely beautiful fruit, and even if 
of poor quality, would find a ready sale. 
It is a good keeper. rivaling any of the 
long-keoping sorts. Woe should think it 
a good yariety to plant for market pur- 
pose, 


The Strawberry on Low Ground, 

Several years ago, in accordance with 
the yiews of a number of fruit growers, 
I plunted my Parker Karle strawberries 
on high, dry ground. After oa few 
seasons’ experience I found that my 
plants were not producing the kind of 
fruit they ought. Then I reversed my 
plan, and planted the same variety on the 
low ground, or what Is generally called 
prairie muck, After that my success was 
remarkable, in spite of the most seyero 
drought. ‘This variety has the reputa- 
tion of boing a shy plant maker; at least 
such has been my previous experience. 
But last spring I plantod a bed on tiled 
ground, which had formerly been a pond, 
and the growth this season was so great 
that rows two foot wide, consisting of a 
solid masa of plants, were formed, Wx- 
perlonco has taught mo that in order to 
mature o large crop of fruit, the Parker 
Warlo strawberry must be grown on tho 
richost soil, This pertains not only to 
the Parkor Earlo, but to every other 
variety I have ever tricd,—Geo, A, Ivins, 


Propoving for Spring Tree Planting. 

Tho land intended to be set to frulb 
treos next sprivg should now bo fittod for 
that purpose. If weil rotted manure ta 
availablu 16 should be scatter d thickly 
over the soll, If tho troos are to be set 
twonty flye or more feot apart a strip ton 
foot wide whore the rows sre to stand 
should be covered and plowed under at 
loast vlght Inches deop, following each 
furrow with a subsoll plow stirring the 
soll to an additional dopth of at least six 
inches.

WAST HASTINGS FARMERS 
INSTILULE, 


MEETING AT DESERONTO, 


A meeting ander the auspices of the East 
Hastings Focmers’ Lostitate was held in the 
Opera house, Des ronco, on Tucsday, 18th 
inst. Dospite the bad roads and vory severe 
weathrr there wae an excellent attendance 
of the farmora of East Hactings and tho ad- 
joining townships of Richmond and Sophias 
bury. Sessions weie held at 1:30 and 7:30 
p. m, and all the proceedings were of « mout 
interesting character, The delegates wera 
A. W. Peary, B. A., of Burlington, aud L, 
Patton, Eeg., of Oxford Mulls. Both gentle- 
men Jelivered able and instructive addresses 
which were listened to with murked atten- 
tion by the large audience present at both 
nasemblivs, There was the most marked 
attention and the discussions evoked could 
not fail to be profitable, The officers of the 
society and the two delegates wore very 
much gratified with the attendance and 
intelligent interest manifested and express. 
ed themselves as greatly encouraged with 
this, the firet meeting of the kiod ever held 
in Deseronto, J C. Hanley, the energetic 
president of the Institute, presided in a very 
happy manner, 

Mr. Hantey in opening the firut eession 
said he was glad to weet the farmers of the 
Deseronto district. He was especially 
Pleased to see +o many present notwith. 
standing the severity of the weather and the 
bad travelling, It showed a growing 
interest in and appreciatioa of these meet- 
ings, Deseronto was io a corner of the 
riding and the institute had not mét there 
her_t fore, but as there were now five meet- 


ings in the year Deserorto would be fayored’ 


wich frequent meetings in the future. Re 
Was sorry that many farmers from pear 
Dexeronto were not acquainted with the 
benefits of these institutes. The small feo of 
twenty-five cents brought each member ir 
dollars’ worth of instructive literature 
inc'uding ull the bulletios of the agricultural 
departments, the reporta of the experiment- 
al unton andjthe reports of the leading agri- 
cultural associations of the province, and no 


farmer, in these days of advancement, 
ceuld afford to be without these 
Means of instruction, The Dominion 


aud provincial goversments disseminate in- 
formation No farmer could afford to keep 
himavlf aloof from membership ia a farmers? 
institute The object of these mectings was 
to educato farmers and assist them by giving 
iofo.mition concerning the cheapeas and 
best means of manufacturing the producte of 
the fariu. Aoything which would keep our 
people at home under our flag should be 
eagerly sought and he knew that theee mect- 
ingswere in this way of an iaovaluable 
character, Mr, Hanley then called upon 
the ficet speaker, A. W, Peart, B, A, of 
Burlingtoa. 

Mr, Peart said that he must first con- 
gratulate the institute on the large attend 
ance presenton this occasion, It was in- 
deed most encouraging tu see so many 
farmers turning out iv euch severe weather 
to attend a meeting of this kind During 
the past week the delegates had experivnced 
Very rough werther but the attendance ut 
the different meetings had been invariably 
good and argued well for the intelligence of 
the farmersin thia part of Ontario, The 
Object of these meetings was mutual im- 
provement and the dissemination of practical 
information, They were passing through an 
eraofhard times and farmers could not 
know too much about their owo business. 
The subject of his address would be ‘Undor- 
draiving,” & matter to which tarmera paid 
too little atteution There was « public 
system of drainage, to this he would not re- 
fer—it waa rather the underdraiving which 
Was necessary in the average farm, The 
first questiva was, Where to drain?

One of the obstacles to the success of farmers 
io their businvss was their inattention to their 
own busincan, If this is allowed to continue 


cheoue factory, in winter he was wont to let 
the cows go dry, thus doing nothing in the 
way of profite, In other calling, such as 
law, business, eto, men worked all the 
year round. Why should farmers do 
differently? Hoe believed it postible to dairy 
io winder and make it pay, Some would 
object by atating thatif butter was made in 
winter the market would be glutted os it 
was often even now, ‘hat might beso on 
the old lines of making butter av home and 
selling it to the country store at fiom 14 to 
16 conts per lb, Yot it was possible to make 
butter ata good selling price. Within the 
past two yeara butter had been sent to 
England as good as uny from other countries, 
England imported 100,000 tona of butter 
yearly and 60,000 tons of cheere, By 
intelligent co-operation, a& had been the 
cure with cheese mavufacture, Canada could 
getaprip on the Knglish butter market. 
Canada sends over 12,000 000 dollare worth 
of cheese to Kogland but only 700,000 
dollars worth of butter.) Under the pre- 
sent system of making butter at home, there 
Was bot proper attention to the manufacture. 
The farmer's wife did uot atudy the subject. 
The motter of temperature was neglected, 
Then at the country store good and bad 
butter brought the same price, There was 
thuswctually » premium on bad butter, 
What was necesssry was to turn over a new 
leaf and by co-operation aw in the cheese 
bueinese, employ vpecialista and experts to 
monufacture butter, Let farmers make 
chvese in summer aod butter in the creamery 
in winter, When waking butter at home 
1} lbs of butter was lost in every 100 lbs of 
milk on an average. This butter on an 
average also brought in from 5 to 6 cents 
loss than creamery butter. If tho farmers 
made good butter, the home market itself 
would expand indefinitely. ‘Lhe farmer's 
wife by the new syrtem would be lesa of 5 
slave, Cows by the new system of winter 
dairying would come in during the fall 
months, aud tho #kim milk from the 
creatnery would fattencalves and farmera 
would have more leiture in winter to look 
after calves. If they went ioto winter 
duirying, they muet have better machiues, 
that is to say the right kindof cow. They 
must get rid of the old fasnioned cow, by 
which he meant thet only cows which gave 
a good quantity of good milk should be kept, 
They must feed their cowa better, Great 
care should be tuken in the mutter of 
warmth, cleanliness aod voptilation, He 
instanced LCenmark which stood to the 
forefront as a butter producing country. In 
that couotry the udders and hinder parts of 
the cow were washed every day, the 
animals were groomed, the milkers wore 
only clean clothes snd had clean hands 
when at work. It should be the exme in 
this country, as filthy atables and dirty 
uddera, etc., produced aa ill flavorin milk 
which was especially stnaitive. When milk 
was taken froin cach cow, it ekould be 
tuken at once out of tho barn, Barosshould 
not be too warm—s temperature of 45 to 50 
degrees would do, Good sunlight was in- 
dispensable to the stable. The cold storage 
fucilities now provided by shipping com- 
panies aided the creamery businees, Mr, 
Patton closed his excellent address amid 
hearty applause, 

At the requeet of the chairman, John 
Stokes, of Tnomusourg, the secretary of the 
Tostitute, gave some very interesting infor- 
mation concerning the creamery which he 
and other farmers of Hungerford had estab- 
lished two yearsago, The plant, including 
building, had caet $1,200 The venture had 
proved # financial success, good prices 20c 
to 214 being realized for wll the butter. 
They wore now getting in more milk, even 
though there was a scarcity of teed, Every 
patron was satisfied, 

The afternoon session wie brought toa 
close, though groups of farmers continued to 
discuss the various topica referred to in the 
addresses by the delegates. 

THE EVENING SKSSION, 

A large audience, including quite a num- 
ber of ladies, asvembled in the opera hones 
to enjoy the proceediogs of the evening 
session, 

J ©. H nley, the President, in a brief 
introductory address, couyratutated Deser- 
the attendance at the afternoon 
sension. Tle waa glad to seo so many 
citizope prosent, Lt waa good for business 
meu sod farmers to meet aod get acquainted 
an their iotereata were closely connected, 
The grost object of the Lovtit. te wae 
edneative, and ne again retorred to the great 
amonot ot useful literature which was rent 
10 members, Ho theo culled on EB, W, 
Rathbuo, Mayor of Doseronto, to take the 
chai for the evening. 

Mayor Ratbbun baving complied with the 
Prorident’s request, proceeded to address 
the meeting Oo behalf of the citizens, ho 
welcomed the farmers of Kast Hastings aod 
the adjoining townships to Deaeronto, The 
jvterceta of towosmen and farme.a were 
identioul. We cannot progress individually 
ue woillaa when the differeat branches of 
trade work together with one common end 
in view. Farmers aod others often think 
they sre not connected, Msnufacturers 
progrom# by making use of waste material 
and putting it to profitable use, There is 
vo doubt that the farmer who utilizes all 
waste products will muke progress, Far 
meré must become manufacturers by con: 
verting theie corn aod coarse grains, ete.

which to store implements would pay for 
itself io five yeare. Then there was a ton- 
dency to careleasness, to let things go ov 
jowtead of makiog repairs at once Lhere 
should be no open well, no broken planks in 
bridges, etc. Mistaken econoiny was 
another defect. Tco many farmers stay at 
home; they should go from home and get 
new ideas, Thon many farmers persisted in 
growing low priced producte, a great draw 
back. Another serious defect waa a lack of 
education, Too many farmera neglect to 
give their chi'dren that education which the 
needs of the time require. hore were some 
farmers who knew everything but he had 
no uee tor aman of that sort. There wase 
tendency for the young men to leave tne 
farin for the cities, but he would tell them 
that all was not gold that glitters. There 
were great possibilities now held out to the 
intelligent young farmer who followed his 
calliog eurnestly. He urged parents to give 
their children a good education, 

L, Patton followed in an address on ‘fhe 
Care and Management of Dairy Cattle.” 
He was glad to hear the Chairman's open- 
iog address. He had been informed at 
Penetanguishene that only one out of 160 
boys in the reformatory waa o tarmer’s sop.

Regulating 
is a vory different procoss from adjusting, 
and much simplor, A watch that oan not 
bo rogulated s0 as to keep accurate timo 
may need the hand of the adjuster, and if it 
is valuable the swner will be woll advised 
to have it adjusted. There aro watch ad- 
justers in New York working on thelr 
own account and earning very comfort- 
able Incomes,

the watch, Mo knows its constitution as

No now watch can be depended upon 
until it has passed through the hands of 
the adjuster, for however admirable tho

Ono of the most intricate and wonder- 
ful little instruments applicd in the 
selence of modicine fa the sphygmograph, 
Tho mechanism of this tiny machine is 
60 minuto that it is somowhat dificult to 
convey & comprehensive idea of it by 
moans of a written doseription. The nc 
companylng illustration, however, will 
ossish tho reader in building an ideal 
sphyginograph in the mind's eye, and the 
study of it will afford a little oxercisu 
and consequent deyolopment of tho 
faculty through which wo gain most of 
our knowlodge—poercoption, 

The sphygmograph ia on {nstrnmont 
used to measure and record the action of 
tho hoart, using tho pulse as ita key. In 
othor and plainor language, it sketchos on 
papor, by means of a very fino point, in 
irregular up ond down zigzag strokes, 


every beat and movement of that great 
little blood-pump, the heart, 

The utility and importance of such an 
instrument is readily understood when 
Wo remember that the heart's saction 
manifests itself through the pulse. The 
heart acts and the pulse exhibits the 
action, or rather the manner. of the 
action. ‘This action is perceptible to the 
touch when we ‘‘fesl the pulse’? mani- 
fosting itself by different degrees of in- 
tensity in the pulse beat, ‘Thus a strong 
heart produces a strong, firm swell or 
waye in the pulse, and vice vorsa. 

Tho office of the spliygmograph Is to in- 
dicate the degreo of intensity and regular- 
ity of the heart beat, which performance 
is accomplished as follows: ‘The instru- 
ment is attached to the wrist by means of 
a silk band, thus holding a sensitive dio, 
fastened to the band, in juxtaposition 
with the pulso artery, The pulsations, 
acting on this disc, move a pointed 
marker held by an arinature, up, down 
and across the surface of a slip of paper 
which is kept moying by means of a 
delicate mechanism within the instru- 
sient, In this manner the irregular 
tracings, a8 shown in the cuts below, 
are produced and make an accurate steno- 
graphic record, as it were, of the heart's 
uiovements Jn health and disease, excite- 
ment and depression. This written lang- 
uage of the heart is therefore a message 
containing a detailed description of the 
status of our physique in generfl and 
heart in particular, 

Dr. F. Woodbury, professor of clinival 
medicine at the Medical Chirurgical Col- 
lege of Philadelphia, in a recent lecture 
to medical students called attention toa 
most important series of these sphygmo- 
graphic tracings made by Dr, A. H. P. 
Leuf, late director of physical edutation 
at the University of Pennsylvania, which 
illustrated in a striking manner the 
effects of alcohol and other stimulants 
upon the heart. ‘Tho illustrations here 
nhown areadapted from those of Dr. Lent. 
Cut No. 1 represents the condition of the 
pulso in its normal state.

MUSICAL TONES. 


A Machine That Really Sings--Not Like a 


Phonograph, but (t Roproduces the ue 
man Volco at Its Highest Perfection, 


Romarkablo oxper|monts are boing oar 
riled on at Columbia Collogo by I rofy, 
Hallock and Muckoy with rogard to tho 
tones of tho human volves, Lhe object of 
the professors 13 primarily to discover a 
standard for tho human voloo by which all 
voloos can bo judged, ‘Thoy spurporo to 
construct a machine which will produce 
the notes in threo octaves, jush Iiko a 
human yolce. The only difference will 
bo that the notes from the maohino will 
be puro notos and iniinitely more boautl 
ful than any human boing oan produce. 

By moans of those porfeot or nonrly 
perfect tones a standard can bo fixed 


which will reprosont the human yolso In} 


its highest perfection. Incidentally, the 
way for a singer to got tio bead offoos 
with tho least exertion will be found, bo 
sides much other valuable data, In order 
to do this, photographs have boon taken of

the yocal cords in a man’s throat while 
he is sinzing, This was done by moans of 
alaryngoscopic glass. ‘Tho result gave 
the position of the cords for each different 
note, 

Musical notes aro prodnood by the 
vibration of the voonl cords, and their 
pitch is controlled by the length, tension 
and thickness of the cords, Tho export- 
ments already show that the training of 
the arytenoid cartilage which controls the 
thiokness of the cords plays an important 
part in yoloo production, Most singers 
depend entirely upon the alteration of 
tho length and extension of tho cords for 
singing different notes. Tho valuable aid 
of the arytonold cartilage is not called in, 
and consequently much greater exertion 
is requirod. 

Undoubtedly the most interesting ex- 
periment, however, Is the photographing 
of the voice itself, ho difference bo- 
tween the tones of a good and bad voico 
when photographed are shown in tho cuts, 
‘The lines represent the vibration of a 
flame when a note 1s sounded close against 
it. A new complicated piece of mechan- 
iam, known as the “‘monometric flame 
machine," is used to obtain these rosults, 

Eyery note sounded by the human volco 
contains © number of overtones in addi- 
tion to tho noto itself. When the note 
**A’' is sung there are sounded in additio + 
to the fundamental or actual ‘'A’’ itself the 
**A's'’ of two or threo octaves higher, as 
woll as of several intermediate tones, Wo 
only hear the note as one sound, but 
the roonometric flame detects elght or 
nine others and divides the notes up, as 
The upper tones 
give brilliancy and the fundamental 
tones give volume and strength. 

Now if some of our finest singers can 
be induced to have their voloes photo- 
graphed in this way the arrangoment and 
number of tones in a single noto, which 
will bo as perfect as possible, will be dis- 
covered. ‘here is no difticulty in pro- 
ducing these different tones separately by 
means of tuning forks. If they were all 
sonnded ut thosamo time and in tho 
proper dogree of loudness the exact 
counterpart of a human yoico would bo 
produced by mechanical means. ‘hia 
has neyer yot boen dono, for the metallic, 
far-away tones of the phonograph cannot 
be comparod to a real human yoioo, 

Prof. Koonig, of Paris, has long been 
trying to do this, but without sucozas. 
The great troublo is that the tuning forks 
cannot all bo rounded at onvo,and of tho 
correot loudness. Tho note that wo hoaz 
ig, of course, the loudest, and is repre- 
sented in the photograph by the lowest 
and thickest line, All the ovortones 
gradually tapor off in strength until even 
tho sensitive resonators in tho monometric 
machine cannot dotect thom, 

The man whose yoico is to be photo- 
graphed sings a single noto steadily into 
» large suunding board. rom the sound- 
ing board the note is conveyed toa row 
of resonators, olght in number, which aro 
of various pitches, corresponding to the 
differont overtones of the yoloe. In front

The flames are reflected into a many-

_Whilo the note 1a being sounded by tho 
mon who ia sitting for his volco photo- 
groph. ‘Tho lona of a comors Ja placed 
close agalyst tho rofloctor and a rapid 
plate oxposod for » second or moro, When 
devolopod the result shows tho vibration 
of the man's yolco, and consequently its 
quality. Asa rule the better thy voice the 
Moro overtones there nro in it and to ro: 
coord #& yolco like Jean do Reszko's would 
require n dozen or more flamon.

Prof. Halleck will use organ pipes. hey

An Electric Incubator, 

The idoa of an olectric incubator has 
long been looked upon by poultry farm- 
ers as too theoretical to be of any real 
service. Herr Otto Schulze, who has 
been steadily striving to perfect such a 
system in Germany, has, 1t is said, at 
length succeeded in constructing an 
apparatus operated electrically, which 
overcomes the ordinary difficulties of the 
artificial hatching of chickens. Tho ap- 
paratus is easily manipulated, and needs 
a small, but constant, supply of current, 
Automatic attachments regulate both 
temperature and moisture, the adjust- 
ment working with such delicacy as to 
give a temporature within 1-10 of a dogree 
of tho normal heat of incubation. From 
ninety to one hundred eggs aro hatched 
at ono time, Herr Schulze is said to 
have remedied certain points in the clec- 
tric ‘‘mother,’’ which were found to in- 
ro with its effectivenoss. This con- 
trivance, which is a box, in which frosh- 
ly-hatched chicks can find heat and pro- 
tection, while they arco free to run about 
on the ground when they choose, has 
been Covised as an accompaniment to the 
incubator. 


Short Crop of Peanuts,

INE OF LONG POINT. 


The suliject of thie sketch was born near 
Kingeton t1 1831, aod moved with her 

erente, Charles and Mary Jackson, to Nor 
Pik County, Ont., about nine years lator, 

When cightoon years of ago sho marcied 
Jeremiah Becker, and two yeara after moved 
to Long Point, a » w strip of land run- 
ning out into Lake Erie, 30 miles in length, 
long since imade famous as the dwelling 
place of one of the greatest heroines tho 
world has known, 

At this time aud long after, the occupants 
of “Trapper Becker's shanty” wore the only 
people living on this barren strip of merehy 
aacad, Their only moane of livelihood were 

huating, fishing and trapping; in which 
Mrs, Buecker became o helpmate indeed for 
her husband ; and by their combined effurcs 
they earned a humble living. 

Littlo did Abigail Becker think that this 
life of toil and hardihood on this desert land 
was schooling and training her mind and 
marcles for an eveat that was to crown her 
with the applause of three nations, und hand 
ber nume down to posterity as that of one of 
the bravest of women. And little did 
Trappir Becker dream that eho of whose 
prowess ag 4 sailor and « awimmer he had #0 
often boxeted, also possessed that hero life 
that risks lifo to save life. 

Living os they Cid entirely cut off by 
water, it was the necessity of the Booker 
family to secure enough supplics from the 
maitlind to last them through the long 
winter montha On the 24th day of Novem- 
ber, 1854, Trisppor Becker bady good-bye to 
his-wife and children, aud, with his only 
boat well laden with the epoils cf the chaee 
aot sail for Port Rowan, twelve miles acroas 
the bay 

Though it was vo new thing for Abigail 
to be left alone with her family in this lone- 
ly dwelling place, habit had so steeled hor 
nerve that, **though out of humanity's reach” 
no thought of danger to hereelf or little ones 
crossed her mind, Still on this eventful 
occasion she watched with grave and anxious 
eye her huaband’s boat recede from view. 
A sense of awe and iinpending dangsr—of 
somethiog uncommon ard uuto!d—filled her 
with a epirit of unrest. All that day her 
anxious eye scanned tho horizen for the firet 
Appearance of the storm the waves at her 
feot foretold. 

But there was nothiog yet. Night camo 
and nothing yet; and Abigail Beckor retir- 
to reat but notto sleep. Long hours elie lay 
ou her pillow of straw Waiting, waiting for 
what she could not tell. Suddeoly there came 
a cresh, and a thunderbolt trom Heaven 
cleaved the air with the ringiog rattiiog 
vibrations that sends a chill through the 
ttoutert heart. It wanted one long hour 
to daylight, and Abigail urose, built a fire on 
tho hearth and looked upon the most terrible 
atorin that ever swept the face of Krie. On 
the same day that Trapper Becker left for 
port, the large three-maater, the voble 
schooner Conducter, on board which Captain 
Backett, Mate Jones and crew alike folt a8 
safe ca if on shore, came éailing homeward 
to lay up, the captain and crew little think- 
ing that this ‘Queen of the Wave.” ua they 
fondly called her, and which had sailed 
through eo many profitable seasons, was 
making her last trip over the waters ahe bad 
cleaved so often, Night comes on, 

But darkness or daylight 
Are aliko to tho sailor. 

And still the ship skima merrily on, when. 
hark ! in the distance they hear the echo of 
a thuuder roar—the echo of that deafening 
peal that aroused the inmates of the Becker 
shanty ‘Lhe captain cried, ‘All hands on 
deck,” and the necessary precautions to moet 
a gale are hastily but thoroughly performed, 
The gale strikes her and for a moment all ia 
lost in ita blinding deafening roar. But the 
Conductor is too good a ship to be conquered 
without a drowning struggle, She quickly 
rights hereclf and trembling from stern to 
stem like a bird, sho flea before the storm. 
“If wecan only keep off Long Point 
sand bars, my mon, we can rifle this out 
safely,” the captain said, ‘but another 
squall like that will surely son? us op ; and 
then you know the reat; no hy can rescue

she saved them from the raging lake, she 
cannot see them freezing now, 

One of the men feit etrong enough to walk 
with her to tho shanty, m half mile distant. 

Hastily putting her shoes on one, her 
stockings on auother. ehe wrapped ner shawl 
abont them all, re-fed her fire, and with 
cheering words to the three she Icft bs- 
hind, and with cheering sigos to the meno 
still cliogiog ia the wreck, bare foo ted and 
bare headed, clothed only in the dripping 
gown, through backs of snow and pools of 
slush, she started for her home. 

For a time the sailor kept bravely by her 
side, but soon he had to drop behind her to 
shelter himself from the stiaging gale; and 
by cliuging to her dress he kept his feet for 
atime. When half the distance hed been 
covered hecould hold out no longer and he 
begyed her to let him lie down and sleep, if 
cnly for five minutes, Still coaxing and 
urging him she kopt him tradging on until, 
with dogged indifference he declared he 
would go no further, 

Here her will power came to her aid, and 
in an apparent towering rage sho compelled 
him to keep up, and partly carrying. partly 
leadiog him at length they reached her 
homo. 

Here she gathered all hor bedding, ond 
tuking o supply of tea and liquor, back she 
ran to those perishing on thoehore. Taking 
off their frozen clothing she wrapped thom 
in the warm bed quilts, and with hot potiors 
of strong tea and liquor ehe made them as 
comfortable as she could. 

She then returned to those yet to reacue, 
and one by one carried them exhausted up 
the beach, 

The last to leave the wreck must have 
dropped off benumbed and atiffened by such 
long and awful exposure, for he floated help- 
lessly at the sport of the waves, She saw 
him sink twice as ho drifted toward her, 
and ouly reached him ae he was sioking the 
third and last time, For long ehe feared he 
wou'd not revive, but by hard and pationt 
effort on her part at lawt he recovered sufli- 
ciently to sit up and take somo stimulants, 

Andsoven families can rejoice this day 
that their loved ones are saved from certain 
death; savod ot what risk and by what 
effort only the ehip wrecked crew can realize 
and no pen can picture, That vight while 
reclining around her blazing fire, the men 
made as comfortable as her scanty moans 
afforded, the captain said :—My noble 
mother, you little know what you have done 
this day ; you have eaved us from an awful 
eternity and not one of us prepared to meet 
our God.” 

And Abigail Beckor eaid,“*Whatever I’ve 
doue, I ouly did my duty men.” 

And kneeling on her earthen floor, rescu- 
er aud rescued offered up to him who held 
their lives in the hollow of his hands praise 
and thanksgiving for so safe and marvellous 
a dilivery from tneir foarful peril. 

Tho etorm lasted four days. and no help 
could reach them from the mainland, bat, 
by depriving hereclf and dealing out «paring: 
ly her fast diminishing supply ot food, #he
